cept in the cases of the Major General Commandant, whose 
two stars shall be 2% inches apart and equidistant from the 
ends of the straps, and the brigadier generals, who will wear 
the insignia in the center of the straps. 

119. All officers.—The winter field trousers shall be made of 
the same material as the winter field coat, or if desired, they 
may be made of serge of the same color, and shall be cut with 
a medium spring, with side pockets. The suspender buttons 
shall be on the inside of the waistband, which shall have six 
belt loops 

122. All officers-—The summer field breeches shall be made 
of cotton drill of the same color as the standard sample in the 
Quartermaster’s Department of the Marine Corps, and shall be 
of the same cut, dimensions and description as the winter field 
breeches. Tan leather leggings shall be worn with these 
breeches by all officers not required to be mounted. Officers 
required to be mounted shall wear tan leather leggings or tan 
boots with these breeches, as may be vrescribed. When boots 
are worn, spurs shall be worn. White breeches of duck or 
drill made after the same pattern and description as the sum- 
mer field breeches may be worn by mounted officers in the 
tropics when not on duty. 

123. All officers.—The winter field breeches shall be made of 
woolen cloth, or if desired, of serge of the same color as that 
prescribed for the winter field coat, and they shall be cut on the 


same pattern as the full-dress breeches. * * * They shall 
have side pockets, and hip pockets if desired. * * * n 
leather leggings shall be worn with these breeches by all officers 
not required to be mounted. Officers required to be mounted 
shall wear tan leather leggings or tan boots with these breeches, 
as may be prescribed. When boots are worn spurs shall be 
worn. 

Par. 167. Devices, warrant officers and pay clerks—The de- 
vice for quartermaster clerks, Adjutant and Inspector's Depart- 
ment, shall be the same as prescribed for the Adjutant and 
Inspector's Department; the device for quartermaster clerks, 
Quartermaster’s Department, shall consist of a Marine Corps 
silver sword in miniature and a silver key crossed and sur- 
mounted by a silver wheel with blue enamel rim set with 13 
silver stars, the dimensions to be the same as prescribed for 
the device for the Quartermaster’s Department; the device for 
marine gunners shall consist of a bursting spherical shell made 
of silver (chased), the shell to be % of an inch in diameter 
with a flame 5-8 of an inch high; and the device for pay clerks 
shall be the same as prescribed for the Paymaster’s Depart- 
ment. For the field uniforms and overcoat the device shall be 
of the same size and description, but of dull-finish bronze metal. 

176. All mounted officers.—The spurs shall be of the same 
pattern as those issued to officers by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment of the Marine Corps, and shall be worn whenever 
boots are worn and with puttees when mounted. Black leather 
straps will be worn with black boots and tan leather straps 
with tan boots, puttees or leggings.

C. L. M. asks: A. was commissioned a second lieutenant in 
the O.R.C., July 23, 1917. B. was commissioned a provisional] 
second lieutenant of Infantry, Regular Army, Aug. 7, 1917, 
Which takes precedence over the other, and which one would 
take command of the company in case there were no other 
officers present? Answer: ‘Reserve officers shall by virtue of 
their commissions as reserve officers exercise command appro- 
priate to their grade and rank in the organizations to which 
they may be assigned.” If A. is assigned to duty before Aug, 
7 he ranks B. If, however, A. later qualifies for appointment 
as a provisional second lieutenant, his Reserve Corps active 
duty does not count in fixing his relative rank in the Regular 
Army.

The old 1st Battalion of Signal Corps, N.Y.N.G., Major 
W. L. Hallahan, on duty with the 27th Division at 
Camp Wadsworth, §.C., is now officially known as the 
102d Field Battalion, Signal Corps. “The battalion igs 
one of the busiest in camp,” writes a correspondent, 
“and the entire day is taken up with work and there are 
schools and drills at night. When taps are sounded no 
man needs to be rocked to sleep. The only rest is on 
Saturday afternoons and Sundays, and even then there 
are some men detailed for stable police or kitchen duty, 
We all like the work, however, and it is healthy and jp- 
structive. Our camp has everything one could reason- 
ably wish for, and the country is beautiful. We have 
been issued stoves for our tents and things are very 
comfortable.” Some idea of how the officers and men of 
the 102d Field Battalion spend their time may be judged 
from the schedule of drill and instruction for the week 
ending Oct. 15: 

6:30 to 6:45 a.m.—Setting up exercises, breakfast, 
fatigue. 

7:45 to 8:15 a.m.—Platoon and company drill. 

8:15 to 10:20 a.m.—Signal practice and drill in ad- 
vancing. establishing and maintaining communications jp 
simulated assault by battalions and regiments; advance 
by runs under cover; concealment and cover location of 
the visual and wire stations under simulated conditions 
of action and location of positions from map. 

10:30 to 11:30 a.m.—Non-commissioned officers’ 
school: (a) administration; (b) supply; (c) mess; (d) 
signal property. 

10:30 to 11:30 a.m.—Balance of company, visual sig- 
nal practice; .heliograph, flag and semaphore. 

10:30 to 11:30 a.m.—On Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday non-commissioned officers’ school, electricity and 
magnetism 

1 to 1:30 p.m.—Semaphore practice. 

1:30 to 2:30 p.m.—Practice and instruction in telegra- 
phy—international—in mess hall. 

2:30 to 3 p.m.—Lecture (selected topics), map read- 
ing, Signal Corps organization and functions; relation 
to other arms, ete. 

3 to 3:30 p.m.—Buzzer practice. 

4 to 4:30 p.m.—Advanced telegraph class. 

7 to 8 p.m.—Night telegraph school for all men of 
company. Men who can take and receive twenty words 
per minute may upon demonstration of their ability, be 
excused upon written order of the company commander, 

7 to 8:30 p.m.—Monday, Wednesday and Friday ; night 
signal practice—acetylene lantern; location of position 
at night by map and location of other station. 

There is a Signal Corps theater where performances 
are given Saturday nights, which attract large audiences, 
and the talent is first-class. Some of the stars may be 
booked on Broadway after the war. The battalion is to 
be increased from 275 to 500. 

The Ist Field Artillery, Col. Merritt H. Smith, from 
Plattsburg, arrived at Spartanburg Oct. 15 without 
incident. 

The 15th Colored Infantry, Col. W. Hayward, have 
been supplied trench shoes and heavy woolen underwear 
and overcoats. The 15th hopes that issue may presage 
early service in France. 

Brig. Gen. C. L. Phillips, in temporary command of 
the division, has recommended to the War Department 
that the five Infantry regiments in camp, which had been 
depleted in order to increase the 105th, 106th, 107th and 
108th Regiments, be built up again from the draft men, 
and that each regiment be recruited from men from its 
own locality so far as practicable. This recommendation, 
it is understood, will be followed. 

The division will have the advantage of special in- 
structors from the French and British armies. There 
will be ten officers in all, seven French and three Brit- 
ish, and they are expected to enter upon their duties 
about Nov. 1. They will instruct in such new methods 
of training as the war has shown to be imperative. 

A bad accident occurred near Spartanburg on the night 
of Oct. 17, when ‘an electric train filled with soldiers 
from the New York regiments, on leave to visit Spartan- 
burg, was wrecked three miles from the city by a steam 
train bearing camp workmen, running into it, while it 
was stalled. Corpl. Arthur Wright, Battery B, 106th 
Field Art. (old 3d N.Y.), was killed as well as a civilian, 
and fourteen enlisted men were injured and taken to hos- 
pitals. One New York enlisted man, a corporal, was 
killed and at least twenty other soldiers were injured, 
fourteen so seriously that they were sent to hospitals. 
Two civilians, a man and a boy, also were killed. 

The 2d _ Battalion, 10th New York Infantry, con 
sisting cf Companies I, K, L and M, and the supply com- 
pany and the machine-gun company, arrived at Spartan- 
burg Oct. 13 from Camp Meade, where the battalion 
has been on duty for some time.

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DISTRIBUTION OF GIFTS TO SAILORS. 

The Navy Department and the Red Cross have agreed | 
upon a plan for distributing gifts for sailors which are 
now accepted only through the Red Cross. In accord} 
ance with this understanding Secretary Daniels has sent 
the following directions to the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts of the Navy Department for the forwarding of 
the gifts. The regulations read: 


“Gifts authorized by the Secretary of the Navy to be 
forwarded through the American National Red Cross te 
enlisted men, including knitted sweaters, mufflers, mittens. 
socks and helmets, Christmas packets and comfort kits, 
tobacco, etc., will hereafter be received in the supply 
department of the Philadelphia Navy Yard, where an 
officer of the Pay Corps of the Navy will be especially 
assigned to handle, distribute, and to keep a record of 
the same. 

“The American National Red Cross will appoint an” 
executive secretary of the woman’s advisory committeé 
on naval auxiliaries, who will be stationed at the head- 


quarters of the society in Washington. Communications 
between the officer at the Philadelphia Navy Yard and the~ 
donors of gifts, as hereinafter provided, will be with said 
executive secretary in relation to gifts through the 
Cross. You are authorized to arrange for direct com 
munication between the officer of the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard and the executive secretary so a. to facilitate the 
handling of the whole matter. The necessary cleri 
and other assistance will be provided the officer at the” 
Philadelphia Yard for the purpose of handling, inspect 
ing, and forwarding these gifts, this office to acknowledge 
receipt in every case: (notifying the Red Cross through” 
the said executive secretary) and keep a record ther 
and to invoice the articles to the ship or station to which 
consigned, shipment to be made on Government bill of | 
Jading; the supply officer of such ship or station to dis- 
tribute the articles and at the end of each quarter té 
transmit to the supply department at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard an itemized statement showing final dispost- 
tion; all invoices to be made without price but showing | 
itemized quantities. 

“Before goods are shipped from the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard to a naval station or ship, the officer especially a& 
signed to this duty at the Philadelphia Navy Yard will 
carefully inspect the contents of all packages, so as t 
be sure that nothing objectionable is forwarded. Such ~ 
sweaters, mufflers, mittens, socks, and helmets as have ® 
been received, but have not yet been forwarded, will be 
treated in the manner hereinbefore prescribed. 

“Where gifts are received which are designated for @ 
particular ship and there is likely to be a long delay 
before they can be delivered, or in the knowledge of the 
officer the ship is already well supplied with similar 
articles, or there are other reasons which, in the opinion 
of the said officer, indicate the advisibality of diverting 
the gifts to some other ship or naval station, the said ; 
officer of the Pay Corps is authorized, in his discretiol, © 
so to divert the said gifts. It will be understood that. |~ 
this officer will, if time permits, communicate with the 
Red Cross; but in case of emergency he shall make the 
best use possible of the articles and afterwards advise the 
Red Cross. When gifts are received with no designation, 
for a particular ship, or naval station, the especially 4 
detailed officer at the Philadelphia Navy Yard_ will dis- 9 
tribute them according to his best judgment and will, a 
where possible, in acknowledging receipt to the Red -" 
Cross, state what use has been made of the articles: 
The Paymaster General of the Navy is directed to furnl 
from time to time information along these lines to the 
American National Red Cross.”

THE NEW SELECTIVE DRAFT. 

The plan announced by Provost Marshal 
Crowder for operating the Selective Service Act in the 
future by a of real .selection among the men 
registered under the draft, described elsewhere in this 
issue, is an indication of the fact that the War Depart- 
ment is profiting by the mistakes made by the Allies at 
the outbreak of the war in the matter of mobilization. It 
is a curious and happy coincidence that only six days 
before General Crowder’s new plan was announced Lieut. 
Col. Paul Azan, of the French army, laid great stress 
on this particular point of “military misjudgments” in 
the first of a lectures he is to. deliver this 
winter before the Lowell Institute in Boston on “La 
Guerre Européene Actuelle.” Coming from Colonel 
Azan these comments carry uncommon force, since he 
has been, as he states himself, a severe critic of the 
French government's blindness in the past in this very 
matter of real selective service and declared that in his 
own army 2 man was looked upon with more or less 
disfavor who studied economics as an essential part of 
nilitary knowledge. 

Colonel Azan pointed out that when the war was de- 
clared in France the first effort of the military experts 
(it was thus he described them) was to concentrate their 
efforts on getting the men into arms and forward to 
the front. Provision had been made, he explained, for 
setting men into the infantry, the artillery and the cav- 
alry, and even to keep the railroad men at work. And 
then it was discovered that men were needed to make 
munitions, for the almost wholly neglected aviation ser- 
vice, engineers to construct the heavy artillery, chemists 
and Scientists who were soon to be needed “for crucially 
important tasks of the war.” But when the time came to 
recall these men hundreds of them had already been 
killed in the early battles of the war. Colonel Azan said 
that the “all-inclusiveness of modern warfare might well 
have been foreseen.” We feel more like pardoning 
France and England for her errors of misjudgment in 
this respect than did the speaker, for who among the 
uations of the world saw the need for the mobilization of 
their entire forces for warfare save Germany? And 
even her boasted “efficiency” in this respect has proved 
0 be a not overstrong reed on which to lean when going 
Forth to a world war. The speaker declared that the 
modern general-in-chief must not only be a leader of 
ew but he must be profoundly versed in economics, 
political science, the resources of various nations, in 
tography, in commerce. He said that in his own army 
nthe past an officer who cultivated such knowledge was 
pot only looked upon with suspicion by his comrades, but

Out of the 9,000,000 men first 
registered under the Selective Service Act it should be 
a comparatively easy matter to select the remainder of 
the 2,000,000 men needed for our Armies contemplated 
by the War Department’s present plans. The point may 
be raised that the type of man who falls in Group Two of 
the first class may not make a very good soldier, but that 
is a minor military problem that one can leave to the 
drill sergeants to handle. 

Lord Northcliffe said recently that democracies seemed 
unable to from the mistakes of others. General 
Crowder seems to be of a mind to prove this contention a 
false and to demonstrate that one democracy can 
acquire wisdom in other ways than through “the fear 
of the Lord.” It is heartening to observe that within 
six months after our entry into war we are already cor- 
recting one of the gravest “military misjudgments” of 
our Allies in the matter of the best economic adjustment 
of our man-power.

RECOMMENDS NAVY PERSONNEL INCREASE. 

The General Board of the Navy has recommended that 
the next Congress be asked to authorize a further in- 
crease of 80,000 in the enlisted strength of the Navy, 
50,000 to be temporary and 30,000 to be added to the per- 
manent establishment. This additional personnel is re- 
quired fur duty in connection with the new destroyer 
program and for detail to the numerous auxiliaries being 
acquired for ; atrol and transport service. It will be re- 
called that Comdr. EB. L. Bennett, U.S.N., Assistant Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, in his statement before the 
Committee on Naval Affairs of the House last August, 
expressed the opinion that a large increase in personnel 
would te necessary. A statement from the same officer to 
the effect that probably it would become necessary to 
man merchant ships with Navy crews, in order to insure 
discipline at all times on board these craft, aroused much 
interest and no little criticism at that time. Later de- 
velopments, however. bear out the wisdom of Commander 
Bennett’s statement, and this is particularly true in the 
ase of commercial vessels now being operated under 
supervision of the Navy Department in connection with 
the transportation of supplies abroad. 

Official repcrts have been received at the Department 
in answer to queries regarding the failure of transport 
convoys to maintain at least the speed of their slowest 
unit. These reports invariably place the blame upon 
civilians comprising the fireroom forces of the transports. 
It is stated that once the ships reach port the officers in 
charge have no authority over these men, many of whom 
celebrate the opportunity for shore liberty in a way that 
once was typical of the homecoming mariner. As a re- 
sult, when the vessel again puts to sea, a large propor- 
tion of her stokehold force is hors de combat for about 
forty-eight hours. This situation is reflected in the speed 
of the vessel, many of those rated at twelve to fourteen 
knots seldom turning up more than eight for the first 
two days out of port. That this slow speed is an ele- 
ment of real danger can be readily perceived. Navy offi- 
cers who have charge of the transport service are prepared 
to recommend that all such ships be manned entirely by 
naval personnel in order that the same strict regulations 
may be enforced as in the case of a battleship. 

ARMY OFFICERS CONTROL PORTS. 

The question of which department, War or Navy, holds 
jurisdiction over transports while these ships are in port 
has been made the subject of several conferences. No 
announcement has been made, but there is authority for 
the statement that the Army officer in charge of the port 
will have control of all transports from the moment they 
officially enter until they have been formally “cleared.” 
The entire transport service passing through New York 
Harbor, for example, under this decision will be in charge 
of Major Gen. David C. Shanks, N:A. The Quarter- 
master Corps will assume the responsibility of furnish- 
ing subsistence for the crews—except, of course, mem- 
bers of the armed guards who remain at all times under 
the control of the Navy Department. 
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HEAVY-DUTY WAR TRUCKS. 

The first two heavy-duty war trucks which the Quar- 
termaster Corps of the U.S. Army designed, assisted by 
the automotive products section of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense and the Society of Automotive Engineers, 
were officially delivered to and accepted by the Secretary 
of War, Newton D. Baker, on Oct. 19, in the presence 
of many important officials. President Wilson and 
members of his Cabinet viewed the -trucks later in the 
day when they were driven to the White House park. 
The President and all other officials were outspoken in 
their admiration for the new engineering success, and re- 
marked at length about its importance to the national 
cause. The trucks, both of which are of the class B type, 
designed for a 3-ton load, but with capacity for five tons, 
were delivered to Brig. Gen. Chauncey B. Baker, of the 
Quartermaster Corps, by A. W Copland, chairman of 
General Baker in turn delivered 





Secretary Baker himself drove one of the trucks around 
the block. : 
All contracts for the new- heavy-duty war truck will 


have been -placed by- Nov. 1, according to present plans 
of the Quartermaster Corps. Axles, motors, transmis- 
sion and st»ering gears have already been ordered for the 
first 10,000 Class B trucks and the remaining contracts 
will be placed shortly. The trucks are being purchased 
by the Quartermaster Corps with the co-operation of the 
War Industries Board of the Council of National De- 
fense. The director of the Military Truck Production 
Section of the War Industries Board arranges with the 
makers of each part for a specified date when they- shall 
visit him at headquarters to discuss the form of contract 
and secure specifications and necessary information. The 
section in turn hands over all available data to Brig. 
Gen. Chauncey B. Baker, Q.M.C., U.S.A., who places the 
actual contracts following submission of bids by the 
makers. The parts makers, according to those in charge, 
have been willing to sell the Government at the same 
single order as they secure from large com- 
panies purchasing on long time contracts. It is expected 
that regular delivery of trucks will take place in Janu- 
ary and that 10,000 will be completed by the latter part 
of June. 
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The association between war and pestilence is pro- 
verbial, and it is one of the triumphs of medicine that 
in this greatest of wars we have been. spared grave 
epidemics, says the London Lancet. A comparison be- 
mortality from wounds and diseases in this 
and in the South African War gives a measure 
of the unchallenged advance of preventive medicine. 
But fresh forms of disease have called for increasing 
vigilance and research. Some of these have been wide- 
spread, yet of low mortality—for instance, epidemic 
nephritis, almost unknown in warfare, except in the 
American Civil War, has been prevalent in France, 
though absent from the British training camps. The 
immediate death rate of this nephritis has been small, 
but it is too early yet to gauge the ultimate damage 
which accomplished by the disease. Probably 
due to an infection, but, unfortunately, the or- 
ganism is still unknown, and while this is so no 
effective means of prevention can be adopted. In spite 
of this there is good ground for believing that, as in 
the later phases of the American Civil War, epidemic 
nephritis is gradually diminishing. 
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From published reports issued in various countries the 
War Department has made a compilation that at least 
38,000,000 men are bearing arms in the war, 27,500,000 
on the side of the Allies and 10,600,000 under the colors 
of the Central Powers, these figures not including the 
naval personnel. According to the figures issued by the 
War Department Germany has 7,000,000 men, Austria 
3,000,000, Turkey 300,000 and Bulgaria 300,000: The 
Allies forces run: Russia 9,000,000, France. 6,000,- 
000, Great Britain 5,000,000, Italy 3,000,000, Japan 
1,400,000, United States more than 1,000,000, China 
541,000, Rumania 320,000, Serbia 300,000, Belgium 
300,000, Greece 300,000, Portugal 200,000, Montenegro 
40,000, Siam 36,000, Cuba 11,000, and Liberia 400. 
San Marino and Panama also have small forces under 
arms. Military experts do not regard these figures 
as entirely accurate, but believe they represent in round 
numbers the comparative strengths of the contending 
armies as published recently. 
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As was predicted in our issue of Oct. 20, page 282, the 
War Department has issued strict orders against officers 
of the Federalized National Guard communicating to 
officials of their states any information relating to meve- 
ments of troops. This action is the outcome of the inci- 
dent which recently brought undesired publicity to cer- 
tain officers of New England state troops. - Major Gen. 
Henry P. McCain, The Adjutant General, has sent the 
following telegram to commanding generals of all Na- 
tional Guard divisions: “Communicate orders to each 
organization commander in your division that during the 
time they are in Federal service they are prohibited from 
making any report, formal or informal, to the Governor 
or other authorities, civil or military, of their respective 
states, relating to any movement of their organizations, or 
of any other Federal troops or personnel.” 
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A sword, broken and rusty, but with the hilt intact, 
said to have been bathed in the waters of the Pacific 
by Balboa centuries ago, is among. the. prized. relics 
of the United States Marine Corps. The’ weapon was 
found in the grip of a dead revolutionary leader by a 
Marine during the rebel uprising in Nicaragua in 1912. 
It formerly reposed in a museum at Leon. At that 
time the steel of the sword was in fairly good condi- 
tion and could be bent double without breaking, after 
four centuries of use. According to traditions, Balboa 
killed. many natives with it prior to ‘his discovery of 
the Pacific. 





A summary of troop movements in the United States, 
issued by the Secretary of War Oct. 23, shows that since 
the present mobilization began 914,195 persons have beea 
transported by the railroads for the War Department, of 
whom 256,815 were transported in standard or. tourist 
sleepers, the remainder in ordinary day coaches. This 
vast movement has been conducted by the railroads of 
the country without a single serious accident, and the 
co-operation between the railroads and the Department 
has been most cordial and effective. . 
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That there must be a censorship of war news and mili- 
tary movements of all kinds the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL recognizes full well. But as the work of the censor 
is done at present there seems to be some room for legiti- 
mate criticism. Although most journals in this country 
have had an approximate idea of the number of troops 
in the American Expeditionary Forces now abroad none 
of them has considered it wise to make a statement to 
the effect. And yet the New York Times in its Issue of 
Oct. ¥7 quoted the secretary of the National Cemmittee 
of Patriotic Societies as blandly announcing that 100,000 
of our men had been safely landed in France, the state- 
ment having been made in Washington on the previous 
day. Again in the case of the U.S. destroyer that was 
attacked br a German submarine on Oct. 16 while on 
patrol duty in European waters, with the death of one 
man and the wounding of five others of the crew, no 
mention was made of the name of the vessel ga the first 
report. With all its secrecy in naval matters the Brit- 
ish Admiralty always makes public at once the names 
of vessels destroyed in action or through accidents, a 
practice that brings instant relief to all the families and 
friends of the officers and men on the other ships of the 
British navy. In view of the fact that our destroyer was 
not lost, but merely put out of action for a time there 
ean be no real military reason for not giving the name 
of the ship. The British practice in this respect would 
be an admirable one to follow. President Wilson wrote 
to the editor of The Masses, not long since, that in this 
matter of censorship there must be a line drawn some- 
where although it might be done clumsily at present. The 
above incidents seem to indicate that fact. 
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A Coast Guard cutter for the U.S. Coast Guard Ser- 
vice is being constructed at the Balboa shops, Panama 
Canal Zone. The bull dimensions will be: Length, over 
all, 120 feet 3 inches; beam, molded, 24 feet; depth at 
side, 13 feet 6 inches. The frames in general will be 
spaced twenty-two inches except fore and aft, where they 
change to 1l-inch spacing to strengthen ship for ice- 
breaking purposes. In order to trim ship most advan- 
tageously, the fore and aft peaks will be constructed as 
trimming tanks with salt water capacity of eighteen and 
three tons, respectively. The fresh water tanks, with a 
total capacity of 1,200 gallons, will be located abaft the 
fore hold. The fuel oil tanks will have a capacity of 
11,000 gallons, and will be separated from the fresh 
water tanks by a cofferdam. Quarters for petty officers 
and crew, consisting of fifteen built-in pipe berths and 
tifteen hammocks, will be located on the berth deck. Offi- 
cers’ quarters, finished in mahogany, will be located on 
the main deck aft of the engine room.. The power of 
this boat will be provided by two oil-burning water-tube 
boilers of marine type, constructed for a working pres- 
sure of 200 pounds per square inch, placed in a water- 
tight compartment with one fire room. The total heating 
surface will be about 2,200 square feet. The main engine 
will be a vertical, inverted cylinder, direct acting, triple 
expansion type having one high pressure cylinder thirteen 
inches, one intermediate twenty-one inches, and one low 
pressure thirty-four inches in diameter, the stroke of all 
pistons to be twenty-six inches. The boat will be fitted 
up with a radio outfit and an electric lighting plant wit 
one dynamo and auxiliary machinery. . 
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“An Army Post Painter” writes: “It is a singular 
thing, but nonetheless a fact, that painter's work in an 
Army post is not appreciated nor paid for, at the same 
rating as other mechanics. The post that I am donating 
my twenty years of experience in the trade to, for the 
same rating as a raw recruit, has about forty, mostly 
large, buildings. Those buildings it is my duty to keep 
in good condition both in and outside. I have been here 
since February, and in that time have not had time to 
take my Saturday afternoons off, and in many cases 
have had to work on Sundays in order to keep up. The 
other mechanics with nothing but repair work to do are 
either sergeants or civilians with good salary; but the 
painter is only rated as private. There is no provision 
made for sergeant painter in this post. Cannot pro- 
vision be made? A private in the line, by good behavior, 
ean obtain advancement, but a painter working at a 
hard and dangerous trade in a post like this has no 
chance, no matter how competent or how ambitious he 
may be. I have the consolation offered that I am on the 
eligible list to be promoted when vacancy occurs. Well 
I know what a chance that is to look forward to. The 
painter’s work is worth the highest of rating, and even 
then would be a small pay for a good mechanic.” 


Quit. 
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Major Hoffe, of the German General Staff, is quoted 
in a Bremen newspaper as saying: “Any extensive trans- 
port of American troops would cause serious difficulties 
in supplies to England and France. It must be remem- 
bered that the U-boats are sinking more and more ships 
daily. Finally, the fighting value of the American troops 
is not great, probably about equal to that of the Ru- 
manians, and there certainly will be fewer of them than 
of Rumanians. So Germany will have an easy task. In 
fact, it is doubtful whether the Americans will risk the 
venture of sending an army to Europe at all. The only 
American help to be seriously reckoned with is in the 
air. Flyers can be quickly trained and easily trans- 
ported, but the German command has taken all necessary 
measures to meet this danger. The new enemy directs 
his efforts less against the German army than against the 
nerves of the German people and against the internal 
unity of Germany.” The tradition that we have no troops 
in France is sedulously cultivated by the German Gen- 
eral Staff, it appears.

The complete text of H.R. 6850 entitled, “.n Act 
to autborize the issuance of Reserve Corps and Na- 
tional Army commissions in the lower grades of staff 
corps and to remove the fixed age limits requiring the 
discharge of Reserve Corps officers,’ the enacting of 
which was noted in our issue of Oct. 13, reads as 
follow 8: “That during the existing emergency the Presi- 
ident is authorized, in addition to the grades now 
authorized, to appoint in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
and the National Army in the grades of second and 
first lieutenant in the Quartermaster Corps; second 
lieutenant in the Ordnance Corps and Signal Corps; 





second lieutenant, first lieutenant, and captain in The 
Adjutant General’s Department, such citizens as shall 
be found physically, mentally, and morally qualified for 
appointment. . During the existing emergency no mem- 
ber of the Officers’ Reserve Corps shall be discharged 
by reason of reaching the age limits provided in sec- 
tion thirty-seven of the National Defense Act approved 
June 3, 1916.”

Our attention has been called to the fact that certain 
firms are sending out circular letters to organizations 
and schools offering to sell them marksman’s badges 
which are practically an exact duplication of the U.S. 
Army marksman’s badge. Samples of this badge have 
also been sent around. The duplication of the regulation 
marksman’s badge of the Army should not be permitted 
as it will cheapen the value of the badge issued by the 
Government, in that persons unauthorized to wear the 
badge, and who have not won it, can purchase these 
badges, and thereby parade on the same equality with 
those wearing badges of the Army, who have won them 
by hard work and skill. It is hoped that the proper au- 
thorities will take measures to stop the sale of badges 
that duplicate the official badges. To permit this to go on 
will be extremely hurtful to the military Service. Firms, 
of course, have a right to manufacture and sell marks- 
man’s badges for civilians and shooting organizations, 
one they should not imitate the official Government 
design.

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The officer in charge of the National Memorial Cele- 
bration and Peace Jubilee of Confederate Veterans at 
Vicksburg, Miss., reports to the War Department tht the 
celebration closed on Oct. 22, after a successful reunion. 
The attendance of veterans was about 8,000. By reso- 
lutions and p*rsonal expressions the veterans voiced ap- 
preciation of the facilities which the Government offered 
them at Vicksburg. There were no complaints, no un- 
toward events and no serious sickness or death. The re- 
union weather was perfect, though the last day of the 
celebration was cool, making necessary the use of char- 
coal braziers which had been provided for such a con- 
tingency. Not all of the appropriation made for the 
celebration was required and a portion will be turned 
back into the treasury. The dismantling of the camp has 
begun. Captain Rozier, president of the National As- 
sociation of Vicksburg Veterans, concurred with the 
Army officer in making a report regarding the success of 
the reunion.

Arthur Nevin, the American composer, is among the 
prominent musicians who have recenfly joined the ranks 
of song leaders in the Army camps. He will be sta- 
tioned at Camp Grant, Rockford, Ill., where he will 
lead the 45,000 men of the National Army who are in 
training there. Others include Dr. Charles T. Woolsey, 
who has gone to Spartanburg, N.C., to lead the sing- 
ing at Camp Wadsworth; and Jerome A. Swineford, 
of New Yerk, who is at Norfolk, Va., to lead the 
sailors at the Norfolk Navy Yard. These men are 
representing the War and Navy Commissions on Train- 
ing Camp Activities,:and the National Committee on 
Army and Navy Camp Music is co-operating with the 
commissions in discovering and developing song leaders 
for the Army and Navy camps and cantonments. 

On the afternoon of Oct. 15 the members of Co. I, 48th 
Inf., at Camp Lee, Va., were assembled by their com- 
pany commander, for the purpose of “getting together” 
on the second Liberty Loan. The necessary details con- 
cerning means of obtaining the bonds were explained to 
the men, and then subscriptions were asked for. In the 
first half hour $7,200 was subscribed for, and in twenty- 
four hours the total reached $10,500. The aggregate 
strength of the company is eighty-three men and officers, 
making the average over $126 per man. The company 
officers are: Capt. Allen R. Kimball, 48th Inf. ; 2d Lieuts.

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The 533d Regiment of Field Artillery commanded by 
Col. Philip R. Ward, N.A., at noon on Oct. 8 launched 
a campaign for subscriptions to the second Liberty Loan 
of 1917.

TO CLASSIFY DRAFTED MEN. 

A new plan for classifying men who are called to 
the colors under the Selective Service Law was ap. 
nounced by Provost Marshal General Enoch H. Crowder 

— 
on Oct. 20. His statement reads: 

“With the completion of the draft of the first Army 
of 687,000 men a new system will be installed for the 
creation of succeeding armies, which will greatly lessen 
the labors of the local and district boards. So far 
has this been accomplished that it is believed that 
under the new system eighty per cent. of the Work 
will be eliminated, while the forms to be used will not 
exceed twenty in number, as compared with appro,}- 
mately 182 forms which the present system requires, 

“Along with the reduction of labor there will be Pro- 
vided a system which will classify each one of the 
9,000,000 men who have not yet been inducted jntp 
military service, and each man will have been given bjs 
place in the national scheme of defense. ‘To do this 
it has been determined to obtain from each man cop. 
plete information of a character which will definitely 
fix his economic worth as compared with his felloy 
registrant, and, from fhe information thus obtained, 
to place him in one of five classes, each to be calle 
in turn as the need arises. 

“The method of obtaining this information is through 
a questionnaire, a series of questions calculated to pro 
duce the information required. ‘This document will he 
mailed to every registrant not yet in service, on a day 
to be fixed, seven days being given to each registrant 
to complete and return same. Every opportunity wij 
be offered to each man to complete his questionnaire 
fully and without error. The local boards will the 
examine each questionnaire and assign each registrant 
to one of five classes. 

“These classes will be based upon every conceivable 
condition, from the family or occupational standpoint, 
that should properly be advanced by a man desiring 
to be excused from military duty. Class 1 will be the 
first called for physical examination and service, and 
when it is exhausted, if the nation’s needs are snch 
as to make it necessary, Class 2 will follow, and thy 
each man registered will ultimately take his place if 
needed. EXvery opportunity for appeal from such clas. 
sification by the local board has been retained and 
perfected, but proceedings have been greatly simpii- 
fied.” 

The tedious work of the local boards has been prae 
tically eliminated, General Crowder added, by the pm 


duction of a form to be known as No. 1,000, the founda- J 


tion stone of the new system, which will eliminate 
much laborious work. On this new form the complete 
history of each man’s case will appear at a glanee, 
beginning with his order number and ending with his 
induction into a military camp. The new system fixes 
a man’s class, and calls him in his proper turn, when 
he is needed. He will be examined physically only 
when needed. Thus the labors of the medical officers 
will be called for only when required. If the nation 
needs 500,000 men, they will respond, each in his 
turn fixed by his class. The man who can leastb 
spared, either as the head of a family or the head of 
a business necessary to the defense of the nation, wil 
be the last to go. 

The five clasifications into which men awaiting draft 
will be divided under the new regulations were a 
nounced on Oct. 22. The classifications are as follows, 
and show every man registered to which class he belongs 
and in what order the different classifications will b 
called to service. It will be noted that all the groups im 
Class V. are exempted from the operations of the draft.

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HONORING GENERAL CROWDER. 
Secretary of War Baker and Major Gen. Enoch H. 
Crowder, Provost Marshal General, U.S.A., were tne 





guests of honor and principal speakers at a dinner 
given ')5 the members of the 189 New York city draft 
examination boards in New York city on Oct. 20. 

Secretary Baker began his speech with a reference 
to General Crowder, the author of the Selective Ser 
yice law He told how General Crowder for weeks 
had worked day and night in drafting that law and 
gave the greater part of the credit for the successful 
working out of the scheme to the administrative ability 
which has marked his direction of the draft. “This 
night marks the winning of a great victory .in this war,” 


the Secretary added, “and we are entitled to lay the 


eredit where it belongs, and to salute the draftsman 
of this law and its interpreter as our guide, our coun- 
gelor. and our helper in the entire matter.”, 


SECRETARY BAKER ON WAR PROGRESS. 
Mr. Baker next referred to the great progress which 


the country has made in its preparations for active par- 
ticipation in the war in France. He referred to the 
thousands of officers who have been trained in a few 
months, to the great cantonment cities which have 
sprung up in every part of the country, and to what 


he termed the splendid support accorded the Govern- 


ment by the people of the country in this great emer- 
gency. ‘ ‘ ‘ 
“T have,” said Secretary Baker, “a very- deep joy 


that democracy did not begin this war, just as I have 
a very serene confidence that democracy will finish it. 
And now we are in this great struggle. And the first 
incident of it came yesterday, when we were told that 
one of our transports had been sunk at sea. I have 
a feeling that that mode of warfare is peculiarly de- 
sneaks 


testable—that warfare which unseen upon an 
adversary, which does not take the chances of combat, 
which is not willing to play the game, which gives 
the other fellow no chance. One of the fatal defects 


of the Hohenzollern imagination is that fatuous belief 
that being frightful and making faces and killing women 
and children will scare brave men. 

“] think it is safe now to say that this war will 
end when we win. And, when we win, it will there- 
after be impossible for royal and imperial houses, and 
princes and potentates and autocrats, and kaisers and 
cars, to imagine that either the ethics which the race 
has achieved, or the plain dictates of humanity, or the 
rules of fair play and upright dealings among nations, 
are things with whieh they dare to trifle or to play.” 

GENERAL CROWDER’S SPEECH. 

General Crowder spoke in part as follows: ‘Last 
July we were confronted with the necessity of placing 

7,000 recruits in mobilization camps just as fast as 
the factories of the country could furnish uniforms. and 
arms and the building enterprises of the nation could 
erect the sixteen great cantonments to receive them. 
The time limit was clearly defined, the necessity was 
pressing. Moving breathlessly, supported by the Gov- 
emors of the states, and by the members of- our se-~ 
lection boards, with a patriotic devotion and unselfish 
veal that remains an inspiration to the nation, we have 
accomplished our purpose within the time limit set. 
We are in this war to attain victory. We have taken 
one great step, but it is only one step. As our mili- 
tary need for men grew, so will our industrial need 
for labor grow. We have hacked the first instrument 
of our arms out with a broadaxe, because there was 
no time for greater refinement. The selective principle 
must be carried to its logical conclusion, and we must 
meet Prussian efficiency with a greater American ef- 
fectiveness.”’ 

He then outlined the new plan of examining regis- 
trants under the Selective Service law, and continued: 
“To raise an army comprising hundreds of thousands 
of men necessitates an inroad into the man power of 
the nation. We ane committed to this war and we 
ought to fight-it in the most effective fashion possible 


for us. The necessity of raising an army is para- 
mount. ‘The decrease in labor supply must be adjusted 
in some other way than by shutting off recruitment. 

at it can be adjusted there is no question. We see 


what England has done, what France has done, and 


most of all, what Germany has done. The problem is 
hot to maintain the -labor supply of agriculturé and 
of every industry intact. It is to make the withdrawal 
of men in the most scientific manner possible. I think 


We have done that, and that what is offered here is 


the basis for a nice balance between our two neces- 
sities. I feel that we can go no further. There are 
sme who say that we must win this war in the 
economic field, with an inference that the raising of 
a0 army is a side issue. I say to you that with any 
Steater inroads into the field of recruitment of our 
Army than we propose in this new classification, we 
shall be sending inferior men to the field. Then, if 
this nation is not competent to make the slight ad- 
justment neeessary to compensate for this scientific 
selection. then it is not competent to enter the war.”

of the psychological ex- 
being given by officers of the 
of the Medical Department at 
the four National Army cantonments—Camp Devens 
(Mass.), Camp Dix (N.J.), Camp Lee (Va.), and 
Camp Taylor (Ky.)—is given by one of the seven 
psychologists who together worked out the method now 
in use—W. V. Bingham of the Division of Applied 
Psychology, Carnegie Institute of Technology, Pitts- 
burgh, at present executive secretary of the committee 
assisting the War Department in the occupational clas- 
sification of_the enlisted men in the National Army. 

“In the first place, it should be clearly understood 
that there are two distinct uses for the ‘intelligence 
ratings’ which are given the men as a resulf of these 
psychological examinations. One of these uses is mili- 
tary and consists in furnishing commanding officers 
with a list of the rating of each man in his command 
by which he may, if he chooses, be guided in select- 
ing men for promotion or for special duties requiring 
more than average intelligence and mental quickness. 
The other use is medical and is the thing more spe- 
cifically sought—to find men who are so markedly below 
average intelligence as to demand serious consideration 
for discharge, or for assignment to work as laborers 
or to other simple manual work under careful super- 
vision. 

“The general method. of the test is as follows: The 
men of each company are divided into four groups 
of seventy-five to eighty each. Each group is first 
given a simple literacy test which takes about five 
minutes and shows only which of the men can read 
and write. This is only a preliminary examination, 
necessary because of the difference in procedure in ex- 
amining men who can, and, who cannot, read and write. 
The illiterates are withdrawn at-this point to be given 
examinations for manual skill. All those who can read 
are then given the ‘group intetligence examination,’ 
This takes forty to fifty minutes. Each recruit is 
supplied with a pencil and a printed form, but the 
tasks he is called -on to perform do not call for any 
writing. ‘Make a mark in the largest square in this 
row of squares,’ is one of the simplest of the exer- 
cises, which every recruit can do. Successive exer- 
cises are more and more difficult, until] the last of the 
first ten may be something like this: ‘At the command 
“Go,” cross out the letter just before © and draw a 
circle around the third letter before K.—Go!’ 

“The next test may be reading aloud by the examiner 
of sets of figures to test ‘memory span.’ After the 
examiner has read a set from three to nine figures, 
the men are allowed ten to fifteen seconds in which 
to write down as much as they can remember of the 
set. Various tests follow: Sentences whose words are 
not in proper order to make sense and which the men 
are asked to read and indicate whether the words, if 
properly arranged, would make a true» r a false state- 
ment; arithmetical problems from the “ry easiest to 
those that tax one’s ingenuity, without calling for much 
computation; choosing one of several words which com 
pletes a sentence so that its statement is true; pairs 
of words, with instructions to indicate by a plus or 
minus sign whether the pair have the same or opposite 
meanings; choosing the best answer from several which 


are given +o a question; completing numerical series 
of which part is given; picking out analogies, etc. 
“Those who did not get good ratings are then re- 
examined in a group to discover whether they are 
merely slow, or, are of low grade intelligence. They 
are allowed practically all the time they wish. Any 


who do not then make a satisfactory showing are 
grouped with the illiterates who were separated from 
the rest of the group after the preliminary examina- 
tion. All these—illiterates, and literates who have not 
done well in the group examination—are given tests 
for manual skill and ingenuity. These tests are such 
as putting together dissembled mechanisms, etc. After 
further individual examination, those who receive the 
poorest ratings are likely to be considered for dis- 
charge or as suited only for manual work under su- 
pervision. Those who show up particularly well in 
either mental or manual ability are brought to the 
notice of their company commanders as men who may 
be given assignments calling for superior ability or 
skill. The aims of the entire psychological examina- 
tion are to measure native intelligence and ability, not 
schooling; to disclose what a man can do with his 
head and hands, not what he has learned from books; 
and to help the medical officers quickly to discover 
and sift out the extremely incompetent, and thus pre- 
vent the inefticiency and injustice resulting from put- 
ting men ih places which they are not qualified to 
fill.”

The organization of the Mechanical Repair Shops, 
Q.M.C., N.A., unit for service in France is developing 
rapidly under Lieut. Col. H. A. Hegerman, U.S.A. Its 
contingent of more than six hundred officers has been 
practically filled, there remaining only a-few vacancies, 
all in the harness making branch. The corps offers op- 
portunity to several hundred enlisted men. The need is 
for skilled mechanics and artisens, toolmakers, machin- 
ists, men familiar with repairs of motors of all kinds, 
harness makers, wheelwrights, painters, carpenters, 
tailors, shoemakers, and almost every other branch of 
repair work. A draft will be made upon the National 
Army for men to fill out the enlisted strength, but there 
is also an opportunity for several hundred civilians who 
are willing to use their trades in Army service. 

An appeal to secure the experts in photography nec- 
essary for service in France has been issued by the 
Signal Corps, U.S.A. The appeal was sent to all news- 
papers and news syndicates, asking them to release 
men for work with the American Armies. Men who 
can work with the required speed are few in number 
and mostly connected with news photography. These 
men will form photographic development squadrons, 
working either in small laboratories or in motor trucks 
behind the lines and responsible for the immediate de- 
velopment and printing of all photographs taken by 
America’s air forces. Owing to the importance of 
speed in Army tactics, plates must be developed, printed, 
and placed in the hands of the intelligence officer for 
transmission to headquarters in about ten minutes from 
the time they are received from the airplane photog- 
rapher. Candidates for this work are asked to write 
the Signal Corps, Photographic Division, Washington, 
or to enlist at their nearest recruiting office as in the 
Signal Corps. There will be a brief period of military 
training for those accepted who will become the founda- 
tion of the laboratory force the U.S. Army must build 
up. This force will be large and opportunities for 
advancement correspondingly good. 
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U.S.S. CASSIN IN BATTLE. 

That the best traditions of the United States Navy 
are being fully maintained is evident ‘from the report of 
Vice Admiral W. S. Sims, U.S.N., commanding our 
Navy forces in European waters, in which he gives stir- 
ring details. of the encounter of a U.S. destroyer with 
a German submarine It is now announced that this 
destroyer was the U.S.S. Cassin. This report was made 
public on Oct. 22 by Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and fully attests the bravery, skill, 
resourcefulness and determination shown by Comdr. Wal- 
ter N. Vernou commanding the Cassin, and his officers 
and men. The official report is as follows: 


“The destroyer recently mentioned in dispatches made 
public, as being injured by a torpedo, was the U.S.S. 
Cassin, commanded by Comdr. W. N. Vernou; executive ~ 
officer, John W. McClaran; junior officers, Lieut James 
A. Saunders, Lieut. Leonard R. Agrell, Lieut. Robert M. 
Parkinson, and Asst. Surg. D. W. Queen. . 

While this vessel was on her patrol station a sub- 
marine was sighted on the surface at about five miles 
distance. The Cassin immediately proceeded at full speed 
toward the submarine with her crew at their battle 
stations. She searched the area for about thirty min- 
utes, zig-zagging back and forth, when the commanding 
officer, Commander Vernou, sighted a torpedo running 
at high speed near the surface about yards away, 
headed to strike the Cassin amidships. Realizing the 
situation the commanding officer rang for emergency full 
speed ahead on both engines, put the rudder hard 
over, and was just clear of the torpedo’s course, when it’ 
broached on the surface, turned sharply toward the ves- 
sel, and struck the stern of the Cassin. 

“Fortunately only one engine was disabled, thereby 
permitting the destroyer to remain under way, circling 
in search of the submarine. After about an hour the 
submarine exposed its conning tower long enough for the 
Cassin to fire four shots. Two of the shots fell so close 
to the submarine that it was forced to submerge im- 
mediately and was not seen again. The Cassin con- 
tinued to search until dark, when, having been joined by 
other British and American patrol boats, she was taken 
safely into port. : 

“Vice Admiral Sims states that the behavior of the 
officers and the entire crew was admirable. There was 
no excitement on board, the men remaining quietly at 
their battle stations throughout the night except when 
called to other duties. He commends the British navy 
for the prompt and efficient assistance rendered the 
Cassin. Admiral Sims gives special credit to Com- 
mander Vernou for his vigilance and prompt action which 
probably saved the Cassin from total loss. He also 
commends Lieutenants Maclaran, Saunders and Parkin- 
son for, their ingenuity in effecting temporary repairs, 
and for their coolness and efficient work.”

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That there must be a censorship of war news and mili- 
tary movements of all kinds the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL recognizes full well. But as the work of the censor 
is done at present there seems to be some room for legiti- 
mate criticism. Although most journals in this country 
have had an approximate idea of the number of troops 
in the American Expeditionary Forces now abroad none 
of them has considered it wise to make a statement to 
the effect. And yet the New York Times in its issue of 
Oct. ¥7 quoted the secretary of the National Cemmittee 
of Patriotic Societies as blandly announcing that 100,000 
of our men had been safely landed in France, the state- 
ment haying been made in Washington on the previous 
day. Again in the case of the U.S. destroyer that was 
attacked br a German submarine on Oct. 16 while on 
patrol duty in European waters, with the death of one 
man and the wounding of five others of the crew, no 
mention was made of the name of the vessel ia the first 
report. With all its secrecy in naval matters the Brit- 
ish Admiralty always makes public at once the names 
of vessels destroyed in action or through accidents, a 
practice that brings instant relief to all the families and 
friends of the officers and men on the other ships of the 
British navy. In view of the fact that our destroyer was 
not lost, but merely put out of action for a time there 
can be no real military reason for not giving the name 
of the ship. The British practice in this respect would 
be an admirable one to follow. President Wilson wrote 
to the editor of The Masses, not long since, that in this 
matter of censorship there must be a line drawn some- 
where although it might be done clumsily at present. The 
above incidents seem to indicate that fact. 
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A Coast Guard cutter for the U.S. Coast Guard Ser- 
vice is being constructed at the Balboa shops, Panama 
Canal Zone. The hull dimensions will be: Length, over 
all, 120 feet 3 inches; beam, molded, 24 feet; depth at 
side, 13 feet 6 inches. The frames in general will be 
spaced twenty-two inches except fore and aft, where they 
change to 11-inch spacing to strengthen ship for ice- 
breaking purposes. In order to trim ship most advan- 
tageously, the fore and aft peaks will be constructed as 
trimming tanks with salt water capacity of eighteen and 
three tons, respectively. The fresh water tanks, with a 
total capacity of 1,200 gallons, will be located abaft the 
fore hold. The fuel oil tanks will have a capacity of 
11,000 gallons, and will be separated from the fresh 
water tanks by a cofferdam. Quarters for petty officers 
and crew, consisting of fifteen built-in pipe berths and 
fifteen hammocks, will be located on the berth deck. Offi- 
cers’ quarters, finished in mahogany, will be located on 
the main deck aft of the engine room. The power of 
this boat will be provided by two oil-burning water-tube 
boilers of marine type, constructed for a working pres- 
sure of 200 pounds per square inch, placed in a water- 
tight compartment with one fire room. The total heating 
surface will be about 2,200 square feet. The main engine 
will be a vertical, inverted cylinder, direct acting, triple 
expansion type having one high pressure cylinder thirteen 
inches, one intermediate twenty-one inches, and one low 
pressure thirty-four inches in diameter, the stroke of all 
pistons to be twenty-six inches. The boat will be fitted 
up with a radio outfit and an electric lighting plant with 
one dynamo and auxiliary machinery. . 
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“An Army Post Painter’ writes: “It is a singular 
thing, but nonetheless a fact, that painter's work in an 
Army post is not appreciated nor paid for, at the same 
rating as other mechanics. The post that I am donating 
my twenty years of experience in the trade to, for the 
same rating as a raw recruit, has about forty, mostly 
large, buildings. Those buildings it is my duty to keep 
in good condition both in and outside. I have been here 
since February, and in that time have not had time to 
take my Saturday afternoons off, and in many cases 
have had to work on Sundays in order to keep up. The 
other mechanics with nothing but repair work to do are 
either sergeants or civilians with good salary; but the 
painter is only rated as private. There is no provision 
made for sergeant painter in this post. Cannot pro- 
vision be made? A private in the line, by good behavior, 
ean obtain advancement, but a painter working at a 
hard and dangerous trade in a post like this has no 
chance, no matter how competent or how ambitious he 
may be. I have the consolation offered that I am on the 
eligible list to be promoted when vacancy occurs. Well 
I know what a chance that is to look forward to. The 
painter’s work is worth the highest of rating, and even 
then would be a small pay for a good mechanic.” 
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Major Hofte, of the German General Staff, is quoted 
in a Bremen newspaper as saying: “Any extensive trans- 
port of American troops would cause serious difficulties 
in supplies to England and France. It must be remem- 
bered that the U-boats are sinking more and more ships 
daily. Finally, the fighting value of the American troops 
is not great, probably about equal to that of the Ru- 
manians, and there certainly will be fewer of them than 
of Rumanians. So Germany will have an easy task. In 
fact, it is doubtful whether the Americans will risk the 
venture of sending an army to Europe at all. The only 
American help to be seriously reckoned with is in the 
air. Flyers can be quickly trained and easily trans- 
ported, but the German command has taken all necessary 
measures to meet this danger. The new enemy directs 
his efforts less against the German army than against the 
nerves of the German people and against the internal 
unity of Germany.” The tradition that we have no troops 
in France is sedulously cultivated by the German Gen- 
eral Staff, it appears. 
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Sixty French artillerymen arrived at an American 
port on Oct. 19 to assist in the training of American 
troops. Thirty are commissioned officers and the rest 
expert gunners. They will be sent to various Ameri- 
ean camps. Other French artillerymen were already 
on duty here in instructing our artillery units. ; 
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The complete text of H.R. 6350 entitled, “..n Act 
to authorize the issuance of Reserve Corps and Na- 
tional Army commissions in the lower grades of staff 
corps and to remove the fixed age limits requiring the 
discharge of Reserve Corps officers,” the enacting of 
which was noted in our issue of Oct. 13, reads as 
follows : “That during the existing emergency the Presi- 
ident is authorized, in addition to the grades now 
authorized, to appoint in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
and the National Army in the grades of second and 
first lientenant in the Quartermaster Corps; second 





lieutenant in the Ordnance Corps and Signal Corps; 
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second lieutenant, first lieutenant, and captain in The 
Adjutant General’s Department, such citizens as shall 
be found physically, mentally, and morally qualified for 
appointment. . a; the existing emergency no mem- 
ber of the Officers’ Reserve Corps shall be discharged 
by reason of reaching the age limits provided in sec- 
tion thirty-seven of the National Defense Act approved 
June 3, 1916.” 
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Our attention has been called to the fact that certain 
firms are sending out circular letters to organizations 
and schools offering to sell them marksman’s badges 
which are practically an exact duplication of the U.S. 
Army marksman’s badge. Samples of this badge have 
also been sent around. The duplication of the regulation 
marksman’s badge of the Army should not be permitted 
as it will cheapen the value of the badge issued by the 
Government, in that persons unauthorized to wear_the 
badge, and who have not won it, can purchase these 
badges, and thereby parade on the same equality with 
those wearing badges of the Army, who have won them 
by hard work and skill. It is hoped that the proper au- 
thorities will take measures to stop the sale of badges 
that duplicate the official badges. To permit this to go on 
will be extremely hurtful to the military Service. Firms, 
of course, have a right to manufacture and sell marks- 
man’s badges for civilians and shooting organizations, 
nae they should not imitate the official Government 
design, 
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The officer in charge of the National Memorial Cele- 
bration and Peace Jubilee of Confederate Veterans at 
Vicksburg, Miss., reports to the War Department th:t the 
celebration closed on Oct. 22, after a successful reunion. 
The attendance of veterans was about 8,000. By reso- 
lutions and p°rsonal expressions the veterans voiced ap- 
preciation of the facilities which the Government offered 
them at Vicksburg. There were no complaints, no un- 
toward events and no serious sickness or death. The re- 
union weather was perfect, though the last day of the 
celebration was cool, making necessary the use of char- 
coal braziers which had been provided for such a con- 
tingency. Not all of the appropriation made for the 
celebration was required and a portion will be turned 
back into the treasury. The dismantling of the camp has 
begun. Captain Rozier, president of the National As- 
sociation of Vicksburg Veterans, concurred with the 
Army officer in making a report regarding the success of 
the reunion. 
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Arthur Nevin, the American composer, is among the 
prominent musicians who have recenfly joined the ranks 
of song leaders in the Army camps. He will be sta- 
tioned at Camp Grant, Rockford, Ill., where he will 
lead the 45,000 men of the National Army who are in 
training there. Others include Dr. Charles T. Woolsey, 
who has gone to Spartanburg, N.C., to lead the sing- 
ing at Camp Wadsworth: and Jerome A. Swineford, 
of New York, who is at Norfolk, Va.. to lead the 
sailors at the Norfolk Navy Yard. ‘These men are 
representing the War and Navy Commissions on Train- 
ing Camp Activities,:-and the National Committee on 
Army and Navy Camp Music is co-operating with the 
commissions in discovering and developing song leaders 
for the Army and Navy camps and cantonments. 
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On the afternoon of Oct. 15 the members of Co. I, 48th 
Inf., at Camp Lee, Va., were assembled by their com- 
pany commander, for the purpose of “getting together’ 
on the second Liberty Loan. The necessary details con- 
cerning means of obtaining the bonds were explained to 
the men, and then subscriptions were asked for. In the 
first half hour $7,200 was subscribed for, and in twenty- 
four hours the total reached $10,500. The aggregate 
strength of the company is eighty-three men and officers, 
making the average over $126 per man. The company 
officers are: Capt. Allen R. Kimball, 48th Inf. ; 2d Lieuts. 
Stanley P. Howell, Evan J. Morris. Romeyn B. Hough, 
jr., O.R.C. (attached); Ist Lieut. William LL. Cornwell, 
M.R.C. (attached). 
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The 535d Regiment of Field Artillery commanded by 
Col. Philip R. Ward, N.A., at noon on Oct. 8 launched 
a campaign for subscriptions to the second Liberty Loan 
of 1917. At retreat Oct 10 the regiment had subscribed 
$140,000. The regiment consists of seventy-four officers 
and 1,687 selected men of the National Army. Every 
officer and 1,213 men subscribed to this loan. The regi- 
ment is a part of the 86th Division, located at Camp 
Grant, Ill. The campaign was under the supervision of 
Capt. Charles G. Cushing, jr., adjutant of the 1st Bat- 
talion. All the officers are entitled to great credit for 
the ‘work done in this campaign.

Major David L. Stone, U.S.A., constructing quarter- 
master at Camp Lewis, has received word from Wash- 
ington to build a $27,000 theater at the camp. ‘This 
theater will be used to show all the theatrical produc- 
tions th:.t come to this section, and between times it will 
serve as an auditorium for the use of the men in the 
Army. It is stated that the theater will be 120x180 
feet and that it will have a seating capacity of 3,000 
persons 
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The Shipping Board announced on Oct. 22 that it had 
decided to permit the use of foreign tonnage in the coast- 
wise trade with South America and other ports, a step 
authorized by_an act passed by Congress and approved 
by President Wilson on Oct. 6. In this way it is be- 
lieved that the gap left in American coastwise shipping 
by diverting cargo and passenger ships to the trans- 
atlantic trade will be filled. 
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“The Fighter’s Service Bureau,” which the Minne- 
apolis Journal inaugurated, according to announcement in 
that paper now has on file the names of 20,000 women 
who have expressed willingness to assist our soldiers in 
every way they can. They will write letters, send candy, 
and help in other ways. The bureau is intended as “a 
clearing house for the individual troubles, worries and 
needs” of the soldier. 
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Secretary of War Baker, after a conference with a 
3oston delegation, headed by Mayor Curley, in Wash- 
ington on Oct. 20, decided to name Boston as one of 
the five ports where Army depots are to be established. 
Conferences were held by the delegation with other 
Government officials, including the Fuel Administration.

TO CLASSIFY DRAFTED MEN. 


A new plan for classifying men who are called to 
the colors under the Selective Service Law wa: an 
nounced by Provost Marshal General Enoch H. Crowder 
en Oct. 20. His statement reads: : 


“With the completion of the draft of the first Army 
of 687,000 men a new system will be installed for the 
creation of succeeding armies, which will greatly lessen 
the labors of the local and district boards. So fg 
has this been accomplished that it is believed that 
under the new system eighty per cent. of the Work 
will be eliminated, while the forms to be used will not 
exceed twenty in number, as compared with approxi 
mately 182 forms which the present system requires, 

“Along with the reduction of labor there will be Dro- 
vided a system which will classify each one of the 
9,000,000 men who have not yet been inducted jnty 
military service, and each man will have been given his 
place in the national scheme of defense. To do this 
it has been determined to obtain from each man ep. 
plete information of a character which will definitely 
fix his economic worth as compared with his felloy 
registrant, and, from fhe information thus obtained 
to place him in one of five classes, each to be called 
in turn as the need arises. 

“The method of obtaining this information is through 
a questionnaire, a series of questions calculated to pro 
duce the information required. ‘This document will pe 
mailed to every registrant not yet in service, on a day 
to be fixed, seven days being given to each registrant 
to complete and return same. Every opportunity wil] 
be offered to each man to complete his questionnaire 
fully and without error. The local boards will then 
examine each questionnaire and assign each registrant 
to one of five classes. 

“These classes will be based upon every conceivable 
condition, from the family or occupational standpoint, 
that should properly be advanced by a man desiring 
to be excused from military duty. Class 1 will be the 
first called for physical examination and service, and 
when it is exhausted, if the nation’s needs are snuck 
as to make it necessary, Class 2 will follow, and thus 
each man registered will ultimately take his place if 
needed. EXvery opportunity for appeal from such clas- 
sification by the local board has been retained and 


perfected, but proceedings have been greatly simpli- 
fied.” 
The tedious work of the local boards has been prae 


tically eliminated, General Crowder added, by the pro 
duction of a form to be known as No. 1,000, the founda 
tion stone of the new system, which will eliminate 
much laborious work. On this new form the complete 
history of each man’s case will appear at a glance, 
beginning with his order number and ending with his 
induction into a military camp. The new system fixes 
a man’s class, and calls him in his proper turn, when 
he is needed. He will be examined physically only 
when needed. Thus the labors of the medica! officers 
will be called for only when required. If the nation 
needs 500,000 men, they will respond, ea in his 
turn fixed by his class.

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HONORING GENERAL CROWDER. 





Secretary of War Baker and Major Gen. Enoch H. 
Crowder, Provost Marshal General, U.S.A., were tne 
guests £ honor and principal speakers at a dinner 
given 15 the members of the 189 New York city draft 
examination boards in New York city on Oct. 20. 

Secretary Baker began his speech with a reference 
to General Crowder, the author of the Selective Ser 
vice law He told how General Crowder for weeks 
had worked day and night in drafting that law and 
gave the greater part of the credit for the successful 
working out of the scheme to the administrative ability 
which has marked his direction of the draft. “This 
night marks the winning of a great victory in this war,” 
the Secretary added, “and we are entitled to lay the 
eredit where it belongs, and to salute the draftsman 
of this law and its interpreter as our guide, our coun- 
selor, and our helper in the entire matter.” 


SECRETARY BAKER ON WAR PROGRESS. 
Mr. Baker next referred to the great progress which 


the country has made in its preparations for active par- 
ticipation in the war in France. He referred to the 
thousands of officers who have been trained in a few 
months, to the great cantonment cities which have 
sprung up in every part of the country, and to what 


he termed the splendid support accorded the Govern- 
ment by the people of the country in this great emer- 
Dey. 
eT have,” said Secretary Baker, “a very- deep joy 
that democracy did not begin this war, just as I have 
a very serene confidence that democracy will finish it. 
And now we are in this great struggle. And the first 
incident of it came yesterday, when we were told that 
one of our transports had been sunk at sea. I have 
a feeling that that mode of warfare is peculiarly de- 
testable—that warfare which sneaks unseen upon an 
adversary, Which does not take the chances of combat, 
which is not willing to play the game, which gives 


the other fellow no chance. One of the fatal defects 
of the Hohenzollern imagination is that fatuous belief 
that being frightful and making faces and killing women 


and children will scare brave men. 

“I think it is safe now to say that this war’ will 
end when we win. And, when we win, it will there- 
after be impossible for royal and imperial houses, and 
princes and potentates and autocrats, and kaisers and 
czars, to imagine that either the ethics which the race 
has achieved, or the plain dictates of humanity, or the 
rules of fair play and upright dealings among nations, 
are things with which they dare to trifle or to play.” 

GENERAL CROWDER’S SPEECH, 

General Crowder spoke in part as follows: ‘Last 
July we were confronted with the necessity of placing 
687,000 recruits in mobilization camps just as fast as 
the factories of the country could furnish uniforms and 
arms and the building enterprises of the nation could 
erect the sixteen great cantonments to receive them. 
The time limit was clearly defined, the necessity was 
pressing. Moving breathlessly, supported by the Gov- 
emors of the states, and by the members of: our se- 
lection boards, with a patriotic devotion and unselfish 
veal that remains an inspiration to the nation, we have 
accomplished our purpose within the time limit set. 
We are in this war to attain victory. We have taken 
one great step, but it is only one step. As our mili- 
tary need for men grew, so will our industrial need 
for labor grow. We have hacked the first instrument 
of our arms out with a broadaxe, because there was 
no time for greater refinement. The selective principle 
must be carried to. its logical conclusion, and we must 
meet Prussian efficiency with a greater American ef- 
fectiveness.”’ 

He then outlined the new plan of examining regis- 
trants under the Selective Service law, and continued: 
“To raise an army comprising hundreds of thousands 
of men necessitates an inroad into the man power of 
the nation. We are committed to this war and we 
ought to fight-it in the most effective fashion possible 
for us. The necessity of raising an army is para- 


mount. ‘Ihe decrease in labor supply must_be adjusted 
in some other way than by shutting off recruitment. 
at it can be adjusted there is no question. We see 


what England has done, what France has done, and 





most of all, what Germany has done. The problem is 
Rot to maintain the-labor supply of agriculturé and 
of every industry intact. It is to make the withdrawal 
ef men in the most scientific manner possible. I think 
we have done that, and that what is offered here is 
the basis for a nice balance between our two neces- 
sities. I feel that we can go no further. There are 
some who say that we must win this war in the 
economic field, with an inference that the raising of 
an army is a side issue. I say to you that with any 
gteater inroads into the field of recruitment of our 
Army than we propose in this new classification, we 
shall be sending inferior men to the field. Then, if 
this nation is not competent to make the slight ad- 
Justment necessary to compensate for this scientific 
selection, then it is not competent to enter the war.” 
Major Gen. J._Franklin Bell and Brig. Gen. Eli D. 
Hoyle, U.S.A., also spoke, General Bell paying a tribute

“INTELLIGENCE  _.ATINGS.” 

[ke following explanation of the psychological ex- 
aminations which are being given by oflicers of the 
Psychological Section of the Medical Department at 
the four National Army cantonments—Camp Devens 
(Mass.), Camp Dix (N.J.), Camp Lee (Va.), and 
Camp Taylor (Ky.)—is given by one of the seven 
psychologists who together worked out the method now 
in use—W. V. Bingham of the Division of Applied 
Psychology, Carnegie Institute of Technology, Pitts- 
burgh, at present executive secretary of the committee 
assisting the War Department in the occupational clas- 
sification of_the enlisted men in the National Army. 

“In the first place, it should be clearly understood 
that there are two distinct uses for the ‘intelligence 
ratings’ which are given the men as a resulf of these 
psychological examinations. One of these uses is mili- 
tary and consists in furnishing commanding officers 
with a list of the rating of each man in his command 
by which he may, if he chooses, be guided in select- 
ing men for promotion or for special duties requiring 
more than average intelligence and mental quickness. 
[fhe other use is medical and is the thing more spe- 
cifically sought—to find men who are so markedly below 
average intelligence as to demand serious consideration 
for discharge, or for assignment to work as laborers 
or to other simple manual work under careful super- 
vision. 

“The general method, of the test is as follows: The 
men of each company are divided into four groups 
of seventy-five to eighty each. Each group is first 
given a simple literacy test which takes about five 
minutes and shows only which of the men can read 
and write. This is only a preliminary examination, 
necessary because of the difference in procedure in ex- 
amining men who can, and, who cannot, read and write. 
The illiterates are withdrawn at-this point to be given 
examinations for manual skill. All those who can read 
are then given the ‘group intetligence examination.’ 
This takes forty to fifty minutes. Each recruit is 
supplied with a pencil and a printed form, but the 
tasks he is called on to perform do not call for any 
writing. ‘Make a mark in the largest square in this 
row of squares,’ is one of the simplest of the exer- 
cises, which every recruit can do. Successive exer- 
cises are more and more difficult, unti] the last of the 
first ten may be something like this: ‘At the command 
“Go,” cross out the letter just before © and draw a 
circle around the third letter before K.—Go!’ 

“The next test may be reading aloud by the examiner 
of sets of figures to test ‘memory span.’ After the 
examiner has read a set from three to nine figures, 
the men are allowed ten to fifteen seconds in which 
to write down as much as they can remember of the 
set.. Various tests follow: Sentences whose words are 
not in proper order to make sense and which the men 
are asked to read and indicate whether the words, if 
properly arranged, would make a true or a false state- 
ment; arithmetical problems from the very easiest to 
those that tax one’s ingenuity, without calling for much 
computation; choosing one of several words which com 
pletes a sentence so that its statement is true; pairs 
of words, with instructions to indicate by a plus or 
minus sign whether the pair have the same or opposite 
meanings; choosing the best answer from several which 
are given +o a question; completing numerical series 
of which part is given; picking out analogies, etc. 

“Those who did not get good ratings are then re- 
examined in a group to discover whether they are 
merely slow, or, are of low grade intelligence. They 
are allowed practicaliy all the time they wish. Any 
who do not then make a satisfactory showing are 
grouped with the illiterates who were separated from 
the rest of the group after the preliminary examina- 
tion. All these—illiterates, and literates who have not 
done well in the group examination—are given tests 
for manual skill and ingenuity. These tests are such 
as putting together dissembled mechanisms, etc. After 
further individual examination, those who receive the 
poorest -ratings are likely to be considered for dis- 
charge or as suited only for manual work under su- 
pervision. Those who show up particularly well in 
either mental or manual ability are brought to the 
notice of their company commanders as men who may 
be given assignments calling for superior ability or 
skill. The aims of the entire psychological examina- 
tion are to measure native intelligence and ability, not 
schooling; to disclose what a man can do with his 
head and hands, not what he has learned from books; 
and to help the medical officers quickly to discover 
and sift out the extremely incompetent, and thus pre- 
vent the inefticiency and injustice resulting from put- 
ting men ih places which they are not qualified to 
fill.”’

The organization of the Mechanical Repair Shops, 
Q.M.C., N.A., unit for service in France is developing 
rapidly under Lieut. Col. H. A. Hegerman, U.S.A. Its 
contingent of more than six hundred officers has been 
practically filled, there remaining only a-few vacancies, 
all in the harness making branch. he corps offers op- 
portunity to several hundred enlisted men. The need is 
for skilled mechanics and artisans, toolmakers, machin- 
ists, men familiar with repairs of motors of all kinds, 
harness makers, wheelwrights, painters, carpenters, 
tailors, shoemakers, and almost every other branch of 
repair work. A draft will be made upon the National 
Army for men to fill out the enlisted strength, but there 
is also an opportunity for several hundred civilians who 
are willing to use their trades in Army service. 

An appeal to secure the experts in photography nec- 
essary for service in France has been issued by the 
Signal Corps, U.S.A. The appeal was sent to all news- 
papers and news syndicates, asking them to release 
men for work with the American Armies. Men who 
can work with the required speed are few in number 
and mostly connected with news photography. These 
men will form photographic development squadrons, 
working either in small laboratories or in motor trucks 
behind the lines and responsible for the immediate de- 
velopment and printing of all photographs taken by 
America’s air forces. Owing to the importance of 
speed in Army tactics, plates must be developed, printed, 
and placed in the hands of the intelligence officer for 
transmission to headquarters in about ten minutes from 
the time they are received from the airplane photog- 
rapher. Candidates for this work are asked to write 
the Signal Corps, Photographic Division, Washington, 
or to enlist at their nearest recruiting office as in the 
Signal Corps. There will be a brief period of military 
training for those accepted who will become the founda- 
tion of the laboratory force the U.S. Army must build 
up. This force will be large and opportunities for 
advancement correspondingly good.

U.S.S. CASSIN IN BATTLE. 

That the best traditions of the United States Navy 
are being fully maintained is evident from the report of 
Vice Admiral W. S. Sims, U.S.N., commanding our 
Navy forces in Europeen waters, in which he gives stir- 
ring details. of the encounter of a U.S. destroyer with 
a German submarine It is now announced that this 
destroyer was the U.S.S. Cassin. This report was made 
public on Oct. 22 by Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and fully attests the bravery, skill, 
resourcefulness and determination shown by Comdr. Wal- 
ter N. Vernou commanding the Cassin, and his officers 
and men. The official report is as follows: 


“The destroyer recently mentioned in dispatches made 
public, as being injured by a torpedo, was the U.S.S. 
Cassin, commanded by Comdr. W. N. Vernou; executive ~ 


officer, John W. McClaran; junior officers, Lieut James 
A. Saunders, Lieut. Leonard R. Agrell, Lieut. Robert. M. 
Parkinson, and Asst. Surg. D. W. Queen. . 

While this vessel was on her patrol station a sub- 
marine was sighted on the surface at about five miles 
distance. The Cassin immediately proceeded at full speed 
toward the submarine with her crew at their battle 
stations. She searched the area for about thirty min- 
utes, zig-zagging back and forth, when the commanding 
officer, Commander Vernou, sighted a torpedo running 
at high speed near the surface about 400 yards away, 
headed to strike the Cassin amidships. Realizing the 
situation the commanding officer rang for emergency full 
speed ahead on both engines, put the rudder hard 
over, and was just clear of the torpedo’s course, when it’ 
broached on the surface, turned sharply toward the ves- 
sel, and struck the stern of the Cassin. 

“Fortunately only one engine was disabled, thereby 
permitting the destroyer to remain under way, circling 
in search of the submarine. After about an hour the 
submarine exposed its conning tower long enough for the 
Cassin to fire four shots. Two of the shots fell so close 
to the submarine that it was forced to submerge im- 
mediately and was not seen again. The Cassin con- 
tinued to search until dark, when, having been joined by 
other British and American patrol boats, she was taken 
safely into port. : 

“Vice Admiral Sims states that the behavior of the 
officers and the entire crew was admirable. There was 
no excitement on board, the men remaining quietly at 
their battle stations throughout the night except when 
called to other duties. He commends the British navy 
for the prompt and efficient assistance rendered the 
Cassin. Admiral Sims gives special credit to Com- 
mander Vernou for his vigilance and prompt action which 
probably saved the Cassin from total loss. He also 
commends Lieutenants Maclaran, Saunders and Parkin- 
son for, their ingenuity in effecting temporary repairs, 
and for their coolness and efficient work.”

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LOSS OF THE TRANSPORT ANTILLES. 


The torpedoing of the Army transport Antilles by an 
unseen submarine at 6:45 a.m. on Wednesday, Oct. 17, 
while :eturning from France to the United States under 
convoy, resulted in a loss of sixty-seven lives. This is 
according to the official list cabled to the War Depart- 
ment by Gen. J. J. Pershing, U.S.A., from France on 
Oct. 22. Of these, twenty-two were men of the Ser- 
vices; 170 persons were saved. These figures were re- 
ported after the 170 survivors picked up had been 
landed and the ship’s muster roll was checked. All the 
Army and Navy officers aboard the Antilles were saved, 
and also all the ship’s officers except three of the engi- 
neers. Of the sixty-seven persons who lost their lives 
seventeen were enlisted men of the Army, four were 
from the Navy, and one man from the U.S. Marine 
Corps is unaccounted for. The rest of the men lost 
belonged to the crew of the Antilles. The official list of 
those lost, who were in the Services, as given out on 
Oct. 22, and revised later, is as follows.

Several young college men who had completed their 
terms of service in the American: Ambulance in France 
were on the Antilles returning to their homes. 

The Navy Department up to this writing had received 
no further reports from Vice Admiral Sims concerning 
the circumstances of the submarine attack. A detailed 
report is expected any day. 

The Antilles was the first United States transport to 
be lost in the war. The torpedo which struck her hit 
abreast of the engine room bulkhead, and the steamer 
sank within five minutes. Most of the casualties aboard 
were in the engine and boiler compartments, where the 
powerful torpedo struck. This is the most vulnerable 
part of a ship. Several of the boats, it-is feported, were 
eapsized while being launched, and another boat, it is 
said, was capsized after being pushed off from the ship’s 
side. A brigadier general of the Army was in one ci 
the boats that was capsized. He and the purser kept 
afloat for about two hours by holding an oar under their 
chins and were then picked up. 

After endeavoring to locate the attacking submarine, 
the convoying destroyers aided in rescue work. They 
could not consistently aid before as they themselves would 
probably have been torpedoed during early rescue work if 
the submarine was lurking nearby. 

The Antilles had left France Monday night, Oct. 15, 
so she could not have been very far from France when 
she met her fate. She was a vessel of 6,878 tons, and 
was built at a cost of $1,250, She was owned by the 
Southern Pacific Steamboat Company. The vessel was 
421 feet long with a beam of 53 feet and a depth of 37 
feet. She had accommodations for 200 cabin and 500 
steerage passengers. Her engines were of 5,000 horse- 
power. She was an entirely modern ship, manned by a 
crew of 130. 


BRITISH AND GERMAN SEA FIGHTS. 

The successful attack by two heavily armed German 
cruisers on two British destroyers convoying twelve 
neutral ships, of which nine were sent to the bottom, 
in the North Sea on Oct. 17, indicates the necessity 
for a stronger force of warships for convoying duty. 
The German warships got through the British patrol 
in the North Sea under cover of darkness, and attacked 
the convoy about midway between the Shetland Islands 
and the Norwegian coast. Two British destroyers, the 
Mary Rose, Lieut. Comdr. Charles Fox, and the Strong- 
bow, Lieut. Comdr. Edward Brooks, which formed the 
anti-submarine escort, at once engaged the enemy ves- 





sels and fought until they were sunk after a short 
and unequal engagement. Their gallant action held 
the German raiders sufficiently long to enable three 


ot the merchant vessels to effect their escape, but one 
Danish, three Swedish, and five Norwegian vessels were 
sunk, and 150 lives were lost. All of the eighty-eight 
officers and.men on the destroyer Mary Rose were 
reported lost by the Admiralty, and forty-seven officers 
and men of the Strongbow were lost. A‘ Reuter dis- 
patch from Bergen, Norway, however, reports that ten 
of the crew of the Mary Rose were picked up by 
a Norwegian life boat. All the neutral ships were 
small steamers and were unarmed, and women pas- 
sengers were on some of them. The steamers were 
sunk by gun fire without warning or examination of 
any kind. 

The German warships made no attempt to rescue the 
crews of the neutral ships, or of the destroyers. The 
German ships after the attack hastily steamed home 
and again escaped through the British patrol in the 
darkness. British patrol craft which arrived at the 
scene of battle rescued some thirty Norwegians and 
otners,

survivor of that vessel, according to an As- 
Press despatch said that he ordered his crew 
into the boats, but the Germans began firing imme- 
diately. After the boats were lowered a shel] hit one 
and killed nine men. The crew, in despair, returned 
to the steamship and signalled to the Germans .to 
cease firing, but their appeal was not heeded. The 


bridge was then hit and knocked overboard with the 
captain and the rest of the crew. ‘The captain man- 
aged to save himself by swimming to a raft, and he 
was picked up two hours later. 

Norwegian newspapers denounce the attack on the 
merchant steamers in the most bitter terms, referring 
to it as the most “dastardly deed,” and “outrivalling 
all other rman crimes,’ an example of German 
brutality and cowardice,” ete. . 

Swedish newspapers in Stockholm in speaking of 
the attack say that two German cruisers and three 
torpedoboats fired ruthlessly on the merchantmen and 
subsequently on their lifeboats. ‘They made no effort 
to spare the lives of the seamen. ‘The loss involved 
in the sinking of the two Swedish vessels according 
to an Associated Press dispatch amounts to two mil- 
lion kroner (3500,000).

I enclose herewith a brief memorandum which I have 
prepared together with proposed additions to the Infan- 


try Drill Regulations setting forth a method by which 
brigades and higher units may be reviewed in column of 
masses with a great saving of time, and a more impos- 
ing effect over the ordinary long-drawn-out method of 
marching in review at company distance.

The Memorandum follows: 
Memorandum: 
The length of time required by brigades and higher units 


to pass in review, suggests the propriety of passing them in 
review in mass, as this formation Bives a more solid and im- 
posing effect and enables troops to be passed in review in less 
than half the time as when at full distance. 

The suggested method which appears below 
tried out in practice and found to work well. Wheels on com- 
pany front, more or less difficult for new troops, are ayoided 
and the simpler method of changing direction in close column 
marching by the flank is used. This method, drafted by the 
undersigned, was in 1910 approved by the committee charged 
with revising the Infantry Drill Regulations, but was not 
incorporated in the Infantry Drill Regulations as finally issued. 

Now, however, the review of large bodies of troops is of fre- 
quent occurrence, and every minute of time gained, where many 
thousands of troops are involved, is a matter of serious im- 
portance. An amendment to the Infantry Drill Regulations 
which makes the review in columns of™masses permissible is 
accordingly suggested. 

731%. Review in Column of Masses. 

Brigade Review. The brigade will be formed in a line of 
masses, each regiment as shown in the illustration accompanying

Par. 327, I.D.R., except that the auxiliary companies (Head- 
quarters, Machine Gun and Supply) form each in line and 
eight yards in rear of the line of masses; the Headquarters 


Company in rear of the Ist Battalion, the Machine Gun Com- 
pany in rear of the center battalion, and the Supply Company 
in rear of the 3d Battalion. Each of these auxiliary com- 
panies constitutes an additional company of the battalion be- 
hind which it is posted and conforms to the movements of the 
other companies of that battalion. The interval between bat- 
talions will be thirty-six yards. 

At the command “Pass in Review,’ the line of masses is 
marched by the right flank, and on reaching a point indicated 
by a eamp color or staff officer, changes direction to the left 
(281 I.D.R.), but confinues the march, the companies other 
than the base companies taking a double time for this purpose, 
taking the interval, and on arrival abreast of the base com- 
pany, the dress, from that company. Upon arrival at the 
point for the change of direction for the march past, each 
battalion is wheeled by squads to. the left, forming column of 
masses and marching in reyiew in that formation. 

As soon as convenient after clearing the column by taking 
the double time as prescribed in 722 I.D.R., troops will be 
returned to their camps, availing themselves of as many routes 
as may be available, thereby avoiding the congestion liable to 
occur unless plans are well thought out beforehand for the 
return of troops to their camps by different routes so selected 
that their lines of march will not cross. 

Review of Divisions and Higher Units. These are conducted 
on the principles outlined in 731%, the troops, where neces- 
sary, being formed in two or more lines of masses, in which 
case the senior officer in each line will, at the proper time, 
place it in march for passing it in review

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THE RESERVISTS.

To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


On page 209 of a recent issue, a correspondent, who 
lurks in the ambush of anonymity, has tried to cast. 
aspersions on the patriotic young men who have succeeded 
in securing commissions, by calling them, “Greek scholars, 
rah-rah boys, and powderpuffers.” As a matter of fact, 
a very str ng case could be made to show that these 
same men were: actuated by motives of higher patriotism 
than their brothers in the Regular Service. I do not 
wish to cast aspersions on anyone, as I have family 
affiliations which ind me very strongly to both the Army 
and the Navy; but let us consider the facts. The Regular 
officer benefits by this war, both in practicing his chosen 
profession, and in the increased pay for foreign service ; 
and he certainly sacrifices no more than the Reservist, 
for he can only give his life, and that is the privilege of 
the Reservist as well. The Reservist not only is willing 
and eager to make the supreme sacrifice, if need be, but 
has often left a position in civil life, in his own chosen 
profession or business, paying him a salary far greater 
than that which he now receives. In any case, salary 
put aside, he in nearly every case renounces the career 
dearest to his heart, for the good of his country, to adopt 
a profession which may be extremely distasteful to him; 
and, as a reward, he is called a “rah-rah boy.” 

At this time, when the country is at war, and her very 
existence is at stake, the motto of the Army should be 
“brotherhood, co-operation and teamwork.” If Regular 
cfficers think slightingly of the Reservist, the Reservist 
is bound to distrust those Regulars. Fortunately, there 
are plenty of officers in the Army who appreciate the 
work the Reservists are doing, and the sacrifices they 
are making. 

Let the Service, then, remember that the Reservist is 
human, and that he has his own point of view, which 
should be respected, as far as it is possible; that he is not 
bumptious, as a rule, but is earnestly trying to do his 
best; that his position is one of extreme difficulty, as he 
has had to attempt to learn in three months what his 
Regular brothers teok four years at West Point and all 
their subsequent service to learn. Think over these 
things and the military machine will then travel without 
a hitch. Let us, thereforegall pull together, and we'll get 
to Berlin so much sooner. 

Furthermore, although the grandson of two rear ad- 
mirals of the Navy, I happen to be a Greek scholar my- 
self. As a Greek scholar, I resent the insult to the 
classics implied by your correspondent. We are not a

useless class of parasites, as he seems to think, and ap 
certainly not to \ grouped with the other two types fp 
mentions. Several of my colleagues are serving in the 
ranks as enlisted men, having given up_salaries of $2,599 
a year and over for the dollar a day of a private.

The position was of value to the Germans partly 
because it constituted the chief barrier between the 
French and Laon in this direction and partly because the 
French once in possession might direct an enfilading fire 
eastward up the valley of the Aillette river making posi- 
tions there difficult to retain. 

The French attack had four stages. At the outset the 
troops rushed the Fruty and Bohery quarries; next, they 
stormed the Malmaison fort, overcoming a stubborn re- 


sistance; the capture of the villages of Allemant and 
Vaudesson on the left followed soon after; finally the 
French made a further advance from the fort and seized 
the village of Chavignon, in the valley of the Aillette, as 
well as the heights dominating the neighboring village of

they encountered a division of the Prussian grenadier 
guards, who fought with determination, but finally left 
about 1,000 of their number in their opponents’ hands.

20,000 prisoners and 100 guns fell into the Germans’ 
hands with the islands. 

On Oct. 21 German troops seized the Werder penin- 
sula, a salient point of the Esthonian coast directly east 
of Mohn Island, and twenty-five miles south of Hapsal. 
At this point they were within about 275 miles of Petro- 
grad, and the news of their appearance there caused 
much misgiving among the Russian authorities, leading to 
the announcement of preparations for the removal of the 
government to Moscow. The likelihood of other landings 
on the eastern Riga Gulf coast was apprehended at the 
Russian capital and increased the uneasiness. It was 
evident that the- moral effect of the Riga Gulf operation 
on the Russians was likely to give the success a greatly 
increased value to Germany. 

The German naval forces had been largely engaged in 
shelling coast points, seizing landing places for the use 
of the military arm and gvarding the heavily laden Ger- 
man transports. This may account, in part, for the 
fact that the Russian Riga Gulf squadron, retiring after 
its engagement with the German warships off the western 
extremity of QOesel Island on the 14th, was not more 
closely pressed. Gaining the passage to the east of the 
islands, the fleet of Admiral Bakhireff enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of being able to sally either to the north into the 
Baltic or into the Gulf, to the south, choosing the direc- 
tion opposite to the approach of the main German nayal 
force. To head the Russians off in both directions and 
at the same time to co-operate with the German land 
forces would have required an overwhelming naval su- 
periority, greater perhaps than the German fleet pos- 
sessed. The Russian battleship Slava, the sinking of 
which we recorded last week, is reported by Petrograd 
to have been sunk in the southern end of the passage 
where the Russian fleet retired, impeding any attempt on 
the Germans’ part to enter. Instead of making the at- 
tempt, the Germans strewed mines, according to Petro- 
grad, closing up the southern passage and protecting the 
landing force destined for the Werder peninsula from at- 
tack on the water. Bakhireff thereupon moved northward, 
apparently headed toward the Baltic. Russian accounts 
of the sea fighting of Oct. 14 and the days that followed 
assert that as many as sixteen German vessels including 
one or more German dreadnoughts were sunk or seri- 
ously damaged. A British submarine, it was also as- 
serted, co-operated with the Russians and torpedoed a 
German warship. A German attempt to land at a second 
point on the Esthonian mainland, at Tomba, south of 
Werder, was defeated on Oct. 24, according to Petrograd. 

On the Russian inland front quiet prevailed for the 
most part. In Livonia, northeast of Riga, the Germans 
withdrew on a wide front, without being attacked, and 
the Russians occupied the abandoned positions on Oct. 
22 and 23. Teuton gas attack near Grozechti, on the 
Moldavian front, was reported via Petrograd Oct. 24. 
Increasing quiet on the inland portions of the eastern 
front was notable, however, and coincided with the be- 
lief that above 500,000 German troops had been recently 
moved to other regions. 


OTHER FRONTS. 


The announcement in Berlin of a German attack upon 
the Italians on the Isonzo front, under date of Oct. 24, 
has given rise to expectation of a possible German offen- 
sive against Italy in conjunction with the Austrian forces. 
The advance as reported in Berlin extends over a front 
from the northern Bainsizza plateau to Plezzo, north of 
the town of Tolmino. Though there have been occasional 
reports of the presence of German and other allies of 
the Austrians on the Italian front, Germany has not 
since the beginning of the war participated in any offen- 
sive against Italy. Reports of Italian origin note a 
heavy concentration of enemy troops on a portion of the 
Isonzo front. ‘The shelling of the Italian positions began 
on the 2ist, and the German and Austrian attack of the 
24th was still in favor of the Teutonic Allies at the time 
of writing with the capture of a large number of Italians 
and supplies. In the Trentino activity has continued on a 
minor character. 

In Macedonia the French attacked near Lake Ochrida 
in the Monastir region on Oct. 20, according to a Berlin 
report, which asserts that they were repulsed. 

In Turkey the British Bagdad force has met and driven 
back Turkish troops northeast of Bagdad on the upper 
Diala river.

The curve of the losses of British merchantmen 
through submarines and mines rose sharply in the week 
ending Oct. 24. The Admiralty statement of that date 
reads: Arrivals, 2,648; sailings, 2,689. British mer- 
chantmen over 1,600 tons sunk by mine or submarine, 
seventeen; under 1,600 tons, eight. British fishermen 
sunk, none. 3ritish merchantmen unsuccessfully at- 
tacked, including one previously, seven. Italian ship- 
ping losses at the hands of submarines during the week 
ended Oct. 20 on all seas were’ three steamers of more 
than 1,600 tons and one steamer under 1,600 tons. One 
steamer was attacked, but escaped. 

The British Admiralty on Oct. 23 announced that a 
British destroyer had been sunk as a result of a col- 
lision. Two officers and twenty-one men were saved. 
The British armed mercantile cruiser Orama, Comdr. 
W: Moorsom, was also torpedoed and sunk on Oct. 
19. There were no casualties. The Orama, 12,927 
tons gross and 551 feet long, was built in Glasgow 
in 1911. She was one of the British squadron which 
in March, 1915, off the Chilian island of Juan Fer- 
nandez, sank the German cruiser Dresden. 

The Russian battleship Slava, sunk during a battle 
with the German fleet in the Gulf of Riga on Oct. 
18, 1917, was completed in 1905, and had a normal 
displacement of 13,566 tons. She had a waterline length 
of 38644 feet and 76 feet beam. Her armament con- 


sisted of four 12-inch and twelve 6-inch guns, with 
twenty secondary battery 12-pounder guns and four 
torpedo tubes. Her speed was about 16 knots. She 


had a complement of 750 men. Three sister ships of 
the Slava, the Imperator, Aleksandr III, the Boro- 
dino and the Knyaz Suvorov, were sunk during the 
Russo-Japanese war in the battle of the Sea of Japan 
in May, 1905. The Japanese captured a fourth sister 
ship, the Orel, which is now the Japanese Iwami. The 
Slava had an armor belt of 7% inches thick amidships, 
and her turret had armor of 10 inches thick. She had 
an armored deck of 4 inches. 

A long submarine voyage has just been completed 
by an Italian submarine, which has gone m an 
Italian port in the Mediterranean to the Russian port 
of Archangel. Word reached Washington on Oct. 39 
that the Russian Minister of the Navy had allowed 
the publication of news that this Italian submarine— 
a small one—had reached Archangel safely. Why this 
craft was sent to the far northern port has not been 
disclosed. It is surmised in naval circles that the 
submarine is to be taken apart at Archangel and trans- 
shipped overland to the Baltic or the Black Sea to be 
reassembled for use against the German or Turkish 
navies. 

Gen. A. Baratier of the French army has been killed 
in a first line trench, according to a Paris despatch 
of Oct. 20. He was a captain of the French command 
under General Merchand, whose occupation of Fashoda, 
in Soudan, in 1898 brought about a clash with Lord 
Kitchener which threatened to result in war between 
France and Great Britain. 

Three views of the new standard British cargo ships, 
taken just before their launch, are given in the London 
Engineer of Sept. 28, 1917. The first of the standard 
ships to be completed was loaded and ready for sea on 
Aug. 25, within six months of the laying of her keel. 
It is understood that she is a vessel of tons 
deadweight. Of this class there are two types, A and 
B, the first named being single-deck and the second 
double-deck vessels. Two smaller types of ship are 
also being built, namely, Class C of 5,000 tons, and 
Class D of 3,000 tons deadweight. The engines and 
all the machinery of the different types have also been 
standardized. The designs of the ships have been car- 
ried out on lines intended to secure economy of :ma- 
terial, quick construction, and rapid loading and dis- 
charging. It is understood that in the future the 8,000- 
ton vessels will be built in from four to four and a 
half months. The single-deck vessels of this class are 
especially adapted for carrying grain, while the twin- 
deck ships are suitable particularly for cargo. All are 
plentifully supplied with winches and have very large 
hatchways.

RECENT DEATHS. 
Brig. Gen. George Hall Burton, U.S.A., retired, died 


on Oct. 20, 1917, at his home, No. 2709 Kenwood avenue, 
Ios Angeles, Cal. General Burton was born in Delaware 
Jan. 12, 1843. General Burton entered the Military 
Academy in June, 1861, and was graduated therefrom in 
1865, and promoted in the Army first lieutenant of the 
12th Infantry, and was promoted eaptain of the 21st In- 
fantry in 1871. His first service was in Virginia during 
the reconstruction times until 1869, and thereafter his 
services were varied and covered a large scope of terri- 
tory. He served actively during the Modoc War in the 
java beds of Northern California, in the Nez Perces 
Indian. War in Idaho, and was in the long march after 
Chief Joseph from Camas Prairie, Idaho, to the Missouri 
river in Montana; was brevetted for distinguished con- 
duct in the lava beds of Northern California and the 
North Fork of the Clear Water in Idaho ; was appointed 
major and Inspector General by President Cleveland in 
1985, after a continuous service with his regiment as lieu- 
tenant and captain for twenty-five years. He served 
through all the grades in the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment from major to brigadier general. He served in 
Guba for nearly three years as inspector general of the 
division under General Wood. He had charge of the 
fnances of the island, in addition to the regular work of 
his office, which included the supervision of and the in- 
spection of the troops, as well as passing upon all Govern- 
ment supplies ; he discovered and exposed the Neely postal 
frauds and the Durfee railroad defalcation, and many 
other minor cases of mal-administration. General Bur- 
ton’s extensive experience as @ line officer stood him in 
good stead when appointed Inspector General of the 
Army. It was recognized throughout the Army that he 
restored to that department much of the high regard 
which it has held through so many years of its existence. 
General Burton was retired on his own application Sept. 
30, 1906, on account of ill health. He was the father 
of Mrs. Leila Burton Wells, author and dramatist of 
New York city. 

An officer of Co. A, 110th Regiment of Engineers, 35th 
Division (formerly Co. A, Kansas Engrs.), sends us the 
following concerning the death of Lieut. Col. H. H. Rob- 
ert, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A.: “The U.S. Engineer Corps 
lost an officer of unusual promise on the death of Lieut. 
Gol. H. H. Robert, U.S.A., on Sept. 1, 1917, at Van- 
couver Barracks. Colonel Robert was a man of untiring 
energy who wore himself out in his efforts in behalf of 
the United States Service. It is very sad that an officer 
of his training should be called away when of most value 
to the Government and in the prime of his manhood. 
Colonel Robert was born at Centerville, Miss., 1882. He 
graduated fourth in his class at West Point in 1904 and 
in 1908 from the Army Engineering School. In charge 
of the Dalles-Celilo Canal work for the Government, he 
made a good record in practical engineering. During the 
Mexican crisis he was War Department engineer, South- 
ern Department, and as such was located on the border.

Francis T. Bryan, who resigned from the U.S. Army 
June 10, 1861, while captain of Topographical Engi- 
neers, died in St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 25, 1917. He was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of July 1, 1842, and 
was said to be the oldest alumnus of West Point. He 
took part in the Mexican War and was wounded in the 
Battle of Buena Vista. He later engaged in exploring 
expeditions, was engaged with Apache Indians in New 
Mexico in August, 1849, and was assistant topographical 
engineer on the survey for a ship canal across the Isth- 
mus of Florida, 1853-54. He took part in the Utah ex- 
pedition of 1858, and was later, up to his resignation 
from the Army, engaged on various engineering work. 

A newspaper dispatch from Vancouver, Wash., Oct. 20, 
1917, says: “Lieut. M. C. McCoy, 14th Inf., -stationed 
here, was found dead early Oct. 20 in his tent. A bullet 
wound in his head caused death. His revolver lay be- 
side him. Ill health and despondency are believed to 
have prompted his self-destruction. Lieutenant McCoy 
received his commission several months ago, at Fort 
Sheridan.” 

Lieut. R. C. Slade-Baker, M.C., of the British army, 
the elder of the twin sons of Colonel Slade-Baker, C.M.G., 
A.O.D., and Mrs. Slade-Baker, of 4 Merton road, South- 
sea, was shot by a sniper on Aug. 19, 1917. Mrs. Slade- 
Baker was Miss Caroline Heap, the sister of the late 
Brig. Gen. David Porter Heap, U.S.A., and the cousin 
of Pay Dir. 8. L. Heap, U.S.N., and Mrs. Albert Gleaves. 
Lieutenant Slade-Baker was born at. Malta July 29, 
1896, was educated at Clifton. He enlisted in the 10th 
Royal Fusiliers on the outbreak of the war, and passed 
into Sandhurst in November, 1914. He receivéd a com- 
mission in the Royal Berkshire Regiment in May, 1915, 
and after. service with his battalion at Portsmouth he 
joined his regiment in France in June, 1916. He was 
wounded at the Hohenzollern redoubt on Sept. 28, 1916, 
in a bombing raid, after doing most useful and gallant 
work, for which he received the Military Cross. In July, 
1917, he again went to France, where he again distin- 
guished himself, receiving from the general commanding 
the division a letter complimenting him on his courage 
and excellent work. It was while he was engaged in his 
work as sniping officer that he was shot through the head 
and instantly killed. “He was exceptionally fearless,” 
writes a correspondent, “and made daylight patrols into 
the German trenches, the last one being done the day 
before he was killed.” 

Admiral Sir Frederick Tower Hamilton, of the Brit- 
ish navy, died at Rosyth, England, Oct. 24, 1917, in his 
sixty-first year. He entered the navy in 1869 and served 
in the Zulu war and the Egyptian campaigns, and was 
Second Lord of the Admiralty from 1914 to 1916, when 
he was appointed commander-in-chief at Rosyth, in suc- 
cession to Admiral Sir Robert Lowry. 

Sergt. Douglas MacMonagle, pilot in the Lafayette 
Squadrilla, who was killed in France on Sept. 23, 1917, 
in an aerial combat with six enemy machines, was the 
son of the eminent surgeon, Dr. Beverly MacMonagle, of 
San Francisco, Cal., and Mrs. MacMonagle, and nephew 
of the late Major Clermont L. Best, U.S.A. The young 
aviator was twenty-five years of age and first volun- 
teered as American Ambulance driver in 1915. He was 
cited for bravery under fire at Verdun and was decorated 
with the French War Cross. In October, 1916, he joined 
the Lafayette Squadrilla in which service he did splen- 
did work. At the time of his death he was on patrol 
duty and found himself cut off from his comrades at the 
moment the German machines appeared, but although the 
odds were all against him the young American flew into 
their-midst and attacked them single-handed. Sergeant 
MacMonagle fell on Hill 304 and was buried with full 
milotary honors at Triancourt (Meuse), both American 
and French troops forming the escort. 

Mrs. Clarissa S. McAllister mother of Mrs. Robert 
Binford, died at Fort Douglas, Utah, Oct. 15, 1917. Mrs. 
McAllister is the mother of two sons in the Service, Dr. 
McAllister in the dental surgeons, and another son with 
the volunteer forces now in France, who received his com- 
mission in the Reserve Corps last spring. She also has 
two grandsons in the Service. Her death was due to 
ptomaine poisoning. Mrs. McAllister was sixty-one 
years of age and was the mother of eleven children. 

Mrs. Mary Whiteside, wife of Capt. Henry Whiteside, 
U.S.A., deceased, and mother of P.A. Surg. L. C. White- 
side, U.S.N., died Oct. 18, 1917, at Reading, Pa. 

Mrs. Emma A. Glover, wife of Major Thaddeus B. 
Glover, Q.M.R., died at Miles City, Mont., on Oct. 7, 
1917. 

Mrs. John H. Griffin, daughter of Mrs. Hampton Hut- 
ton, and sister of Frank S. Hutton, Emily Hudson Hut- 
ton and Mrs. John S. Upham, died suddenly at her 
home in Los Angeles, Cal., on Oct. 11, 1917. 

Mr. George Burnap Bartlett, brother of Major Harry 
G. Bartlett, U.S.M.C., died on Oct. 17, 1917. at his 
country home in Gaithersburg, Md. He was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. George W. B. Bartlett, formerly of Balti- 
more. He is survived by his widow, who before her mar- 
riage was Miss Virginia Riggs, and two children (Doro- 
thy Riggs Bartlett and George Bartlett) and by his two 
sisters and brother (Miss Vashti Riggs Bartlett and Miss 
Alice Riggs Bartlett and Major Harry Griffiths Bartlett, 
U.S.M.C.). Mr. Bartlett was born Noy. 13, 1877. 

Mrs. Patsy Buford Jackson, who died at McCook, 
Nebr., Oct. 14, 1917, aged ninety-three years and four 
months, was the widow of Brig.

BLOWING THE COALS 
In spite of the fact that Secretary of War Baker ha 
expressed himself as being officially opposed to any change 
in the age limits of the Selective Service law, the plap 
to do this most effectively (which was first prepared and 
urged by Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, U.S.A.) is not 
only gaining influential friends among the leaders of 
thought throughout the country, but is also being used as 
an argument to blow into a blaze the dulling coals of 
the universal service propaganda. In our issne of Oe, 


20 we quoted Elihu Root’s approval of General Young's 


plan, which is echoed in the favorable words of Cardinal 
Gibbons who said, in a lett’> addressed to the National 
Association for Universal Military Training: “The legis. 
lation will benefit youths from -nineteen to twenty-one 
years morally as well as physically and help to prepare 
them for their avocations or, if necessity arises. for the 
sterner needs of war.” More significant than these ey. 
pressions, from the purely Service point of view, is the 
statement appearing in the Boston Transcript that 
“though Col. Robert L. Howze, U.S.A., chief of staff to 
Brig. Gen. John A. Johnston, commander of the North- 
eastern Department, a campaign of importance is to be 


undertaken at once in New England, to the end that the 
advantages to the country to be attained by the adoption 
of a system of universal military training may be brought 
intelligently before the people and ultimately be adopted 
as a fixed institution.” 

The need of universal military tre United 
States has gained a powerful argument in its favor in the 
new draft regulations of Oct. 22, a purpose doubtless not 
included in their formation. The creation of an Army 
through the operation of the draft is still so novel an 
experience with us that we now stand only in admiring 
wonder over what is being done. But when this opera- 


tining in the 


tion has to be repeated; when under the new selection 
principle we see the picked youths of the land going to 
the colors with absolutely no knowledge of or training 
for the task before them, then the practical side of 
universal military training is likely to appeal to the 
American people with a force never before felt. One of 


the psychological effects of our entry into the war is te 


inake us think more clearly and act more directly than 
has been our wont. 

With the exception of. the society of which General 
Young is president, all the civilian organizations that 
were engaged in universal military training propaganda 


before our entry into the war appear to have abandoned 
that task, to take up soldier’s aid work for the most 
part. They may be reminded that there can be no better 
way of aiding the soldier than by urging a law whose 
operation will prepare him for a soldier's tasks before be 
is called to be a soldier. Thus it seenis to be left to the 
Army officer to take up this burden; and Colonel Howz, 
at the beginning of his campaign in New England, points 
out that “the importance of.the issue of universal train 
ing has been made subordinate to or altogether lost sight 
£ in the questions raised by the draft.” 

It is not so long ago that the question of a shortage of 
labor was a thing unknown in this country. Man-power 
was a condition achieved and not a phrase coined by 
military economists to describe a slowly-passing phe 
uomenon, wiped out by war. But now on all sides, from 
che smallest shop to the greatest industrial plant in the 
land, man-power is no longer an economic phrase. It is 
a question that touches our daily life at all points of com 
tact; and even although we are only six months at war 
and have not lost a company in battle we are feeling this 
shortage of man-power every hour of the day. This 
economic disturbance was foreseen and explained by at- 
vocates of universal military training and service. Now 
we are reaping the reward of our indifference in the 
labor situation with all its costly burdens en -train. More 
over we have a National Army in training instead of 
being trained. The officers of the Regular Army have 
carried out the enormous burdens thrust upon them by 
the war so successfully that we foresee no less brilliant 
an achievement on their part in the matter of carrying 
the universal military service idea through to a state 
of achieved legislation now that they have taken that 
duty on themselves.

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GERMAN MILITARY LOGIC. 

German military logic: In spite of the fact that 
she lost four Zeppelins out of thirteen in a raid over 
England on the night of Oct. 19 the official military 
statement of Oct. 22 declared that the attack had “spe- 
cial success.” Again because the French and British 
ittack in Flanders on Oct, 22 resulted in an advance 

“about 300 meters deep and 1,200 meters wide” in- 
stead of two and a half kilometers “as was planned” 
the engagement, according to the official German state- 
ment of Oct. 23, was “completely successful” for the 





Germans! 

Over and over again the highest naval authorities 
of Germany have declared that the U-boat campaign 
was throttling the supplies of the Allies coming over- 
seas, particularly in the matter of munitions, and that 


the grip of the submarine on British foreign trade 
vas becoming more and more deadly. That men of 
the mental attainments of the average high officer in 


German navy can believe this is incredible. Such 
statements as the above must be given out to encourage 
the people who probably are not permitted to see foreign 
trade reports of other governments jn these days. The 
atest such report issued by our Department of Com- 


merce gives the figures of our munitions exports for 
the first seven months of 1917 as being of a total 
value of $500,703,204 as against a value of $398,981,- 


287 in the same period of 1916. As Great Britain 
and France get practically all of these munitions ex- 
ports the contentions of the Germans in respect to 
crippling the Allies’ receipts of imports of this class 
does not hold water. The same report also goes to 
prove that England is becoming more and more inde- 
pendent of the United States in the matter of buying 
munitions from us, as was first indicated when she an- 
nounced in February last that she would make no 
more contracts with our munition manufacturers for 
certain classes of these products. In July, 1916, there 
were exported from the United States manufactures 
commonly grouped as “munitions” to the value of $74,- 
374,342, while in the same month of this year the ex- 
perts of these same products had fallen to a total of 
$37.051,118. Firearms and fuses were the only items 
in the list of munitions showing any increases in July 
of this year over July, 1916, the gross total of this 
inerease being about $4,000,000, while the. decrease in 
the value of cartridges in July, 1917, as against the 
same month last year was nearly a million dollars, 
the decrease in the value of gunpowder exported being 
nearly six millions. “All other” munitions had fallen 
jp value in wie same monthly period from $38,709,915 
to $3,356,841. 

The Navy Department has found reason to make a 
drastic revision of its estimate concerning the number of 
enemy submarines in operation. Qfficers who have the 
work of tabulating reports on the U-boat campaign were 
for some time puzzled by the fact that a German sub- 
marine bearing the number “50,” for instance, would be 
reported as having attacked a vessel at one point on a 
eertain date, and within the space of an hour, perhaps, 
would be reported as having sunk a neutral merchant- 
man hundreds of miles away. By carefully checking these 
incidents an explanation was obtained. This is in effect 
that the German commanders have been ordered to change 
the numbers their craft display after each attack. Only 
the failure to confine certain numbers to each boat pre- 
vented the deception from being carried out for a much 
longer period.

NATIONAL GUARD REORGANIZATION. 

Commanding officers of nearly all the National Guard 
divisions by this time have received instructions to pro- 
ceed with the organization of their commands “at maxi- 
mum strength in accordance with Tables of Organiza- 
tion, Series A, August, 1917.” Each general was author- 
ized to use all National Guard units drafted by the 
President’s proclamation of July 3 and assigned to his 
particular division; “also recruits since received and 
men to be transferred to you from the draft.” Division 
commanders are authorized to transfer officers and men 
from their depot brigades as far as vacancies for them 
exist in the maximum strength division; those remaining 
in the depot brigade will be attached to units of the 
division until further orders. All officers and men not 
£0 assigned are to be deemed surplus and it is intended 
to send these to France as soon as transportation is 
available. Chaplains and bands are the only personnel 
exempted from this decision. These will accompany the 
division. 

Officers of the Officers’ Reserve Corps on duty with the 
National Guard are to be regarded as attached officers, 
the instruetions stated, and are available for appoint- 
ment only’ as set forth in the Regulations published in 
our issue of Sept. 29, page 160. As to the grade of sec- 
end lieutenant these provide, in brief, that second lieu- 
tenants of the Reserve Corps of the line of the Army are 
available for assignment to the National Guard in the 
grade of second lieutenant; commanding officers to state 
specifically their opinion as to whether the best interests 
of the Service will be served by the assignment of a Re- 


serve Corps officer or of a member of the organization ; ° 


appointments to be made in order of rank. Vacancies in 
grade of second lieutenant not filled by the assignment 
ef a Reserve Corps officer will be filled by appointment 
ef non-commissioned officers selected from the regiment or 


separate unit in whith the wecaucies ‘occur; when thir,” 


in the opinion of the division commander, would result 
in appointment of unfit officers selection will be from the 
same arm or corps in the division. 

Commanding generals of Guard divisions, according to 
these regulations, will submit recemmendations to The 
Adjutant General as to promotions and appointments, 
but temporary grades below general officer may be made 
when serving abroad; when the division forms part of 
an Army corps, the corps commander makes the tempo- 
rary appointments upon recommendation of the division 
commander. At home or abroad, officers rendered sur- 
plus by the consolidation of units may be assigned by 
division commanders to vacancies existing in their grade 
and arm. 

TRANSFER OF REGULAR ARMY REGIMENTS. 

The War Department has completed preparations for 
the transfer to cantonments of Regular Army organiza- 
tions undergoing expansion at northern and western 
points, in order that the men may complete their train- 
ing without undergoing the rigors of winter. Most of 
these units still are under canvas. Surplus quarters, 
resulting from the new organizational tables going into 
force and from the transfers noted in our last issue, will 
be placed at the disposal of these men. Among the move- 
ments definitely decided upon are: 

Troops from Gettysburg, Pa., and Syracuse, N.Y., to 
Camp Greene, N.C. 

Troops from Fort Douglas, Utah. to Camps Pike, Ark., 
and Dodge, Iowa. 

One battalion from Fort Snelling, Minn., to Fort Des 
Moines, Ivwa. 

The following regiments are in process of organization 
at the places mentioned: 

Syracuse—38th, 39th, 47th, 48th, 49th and 50th In- 
fantry; 15th Field Artillery. 

Gettysburg—58th, 59th, 60th and 61st Infantry. 

Fort Douglas—42d and 43d Infantry. 

Fort Snelling—40th and 41st Infantry. 
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THE GULF OF RIGA OPERATIONS. 

One piece of good news from Russia is that announcing 
what may be termed the remarkable escape of the Russian 
fleet from the numerically superior and more powerful 
German High Sea fleet in the Gulf of Riga. The over- 
whelmingly superior German fleet it was thought had 
bottled up the Russian fleet in Mohn Sound, and its de- 
struction, according to German dispatches, seemed cer- 
tain. The Russians, however, sprang a surprise by put- 
ting up a brave and successful fight, and by clever work 
made good their escape from Mohn Sound through its 
northern exit. The Russian Admiralty in detailing the 
reeent operations says, in part: 

“As a result of these operations the enemy lost through 
mines, submarine attacks and artillery fire two dread- 
noughts, one cruiser, twelve torpedoboats, one transport 
and numerous mine sweepers, all of which were put out 
of action. Their ultimate fate is unknown. We have 
established the actual loss only of six enemy torpedo- 
boats, two of which were of the small type and were sunk 
by gunfire from our position on Mohn Sound. The other 
torpedoboats were sunk in combats or blown up by 
mines. The wreck of the terpedoboat T-69.is visible on 
a sand bank in Kassar Bay. Further, our coast batteries 
sank four enemy torpedoboats: Our losses are the ship 
of the line Slava and. a large torpedoboat destroyer of 
the Grom type. The efficiency of our other ships has been 
maintained completely.” 

Assuming the truth of the Russian report the Ger- 
man fleet has paid very dearly for the operations in the 
Gulf of Riga and for the islands it has succeeded in ge- 
curing. It remains te be seen whether the price paid 
for this success is worth it. That some British sub- 
marines have been aiding the Russian fleet is made eyi- 
dent in the official announcement from Petrograd that a 
British submarine had fired two torpedoes at two Ger- 





man dreadnoughts in the Gulf of Riga, presumably in- . 


juring or destroying one, and had sunk a transport which 
attacked them.

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The scarcity of print paper has begun to be felt 
even in Government circles. This is indicated by the 
following telegram which has been sent by The Ad- 
jutant General to all organization commanders: °. ‘All 
officers of the Army are directed to see that the utmost 
economy is exercised in regard te blank forms for the 
Army. The cost: of these forms has increased so much 
and the number of copies needed is so large that a due 
regard for the interests of the Government requires 
that the use of the blanks shall be limited to that 
prescribed by regulations and that all wastage be elim- 
inated. The extraordinary calls for blanks received by 
The Adjutant General’s Office appear to indicate either 
that more are requested than are needed or that a 
Jarge wastage occurs. In either case remedial meas- 
ures should be applied promptly.”

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The Provost Marshal General has received a_ tele- 
gram from the Governor of Hawaii reporting that all 
preparations for the execution of the Selective Service 
Act have been completed and recommending that No- 
vember 1 be designated as the day for-the drawing of 
numbers for that territory. He further reports that 
the total registration in Hawaii was 26,337 of which 
only 8,096 are citizens or declarants. In spite of the 
fact that Hawaii has already furnished, by voluntary 
enlistments, rearly twice the gross quota assigned that 
territory and will therefore not be required to furnish 
any men for the National Army under the present 
draft, the Governor states that there is a steady popu- 
lar demand for a full territorial representation in the 
National Army. ‘The people of Hawaii desire that credit 
for their voluntary enlistments be waived and that the 
territory furnish their gross quota in the draft. They 
also desire that their quota be determined in propor- 
tion to its total population and the Governor expresses 
the opinion that forty per cent. of the alien registrants 
will waive any claim for exemption based on their 
alienship. The remarkably patriotic spirit of Hawaii 
is highly gratifying at this time and the people of the 
Islands are to be congratulated on their loyalty and 
devotion. .

The population of Fort Leavenworth is to be increased 
by 1,000 about Noy. 1, according to information received 
by Col. Charles Miller, commandant of the Army Service 
Schools. The newcomers will be known as the fifth class, 
provisional officers’ training battalion. The number of 
officers tdking the training for provisional second lieu- 
tenants will be approximately 400. In addition, the Sec- 
retary of War has directed that all candidates who make 
a general average of over fifty per cent. in the entrance 
examination will be placed on the eligible list for ap- 
pointment as vacancies oceur, and they will be sent to 
Fort Leavenworth with those who have received com- 
missions. Heretofore a general average of seventy per 
cent. has been required. The candidates on the eligible 
list will have the same status, pay and allowances as 
training camp candidates. It is estimated there will be 
approximately 600 in this class. ‘These men will be 
given the ame training as provisional lieutenants and on 
completion of their training those whe are reported quali- 
fied will be given commissions as second lieutenants in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps and attached to the Regular 
Army for duty.

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Agitation has been resumed in the Navy Department 
for the adoption of .a double-breasted jacket with a 
rolling collar instead of the standing collar blouse now 
prescribed by Regulations. The bad features of the 
blouse according to some officers may be summarized 
in two words: uncomfortable and expensive. Adyo- 
cates of the double-breasted coat claim ‘that it is at- 
tractive in appearance, comfortable for the wearer, and 
peculiarly in keeping with the other articles of Navy 
uniform. In the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, June 16, 
page 1364, there appeared a letter from a Navy officer 
concerning this question of changing the Service blouse 
in which he stated that “twice within the past ten 
years the question of this change had been submitted 
to popular ‘vote of the Service; each time the vote 
against any change was so preponderant that no criti- 
cism wa heard for years.”

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Pending the arrival of privates who have been ordered 
transferred from the National Army, the situation of 
some of the officers detailed for service with certain 
National Guard regiments is rather amusing. A newly 
appointed colonel who visited Washington during the past 
week to present requisitions for his command admitted 
that the officers’ mess had seriously discussed hiring at 
least one man to act as a private—there being not a 
single soldier below the non-commissioned grade at the 
mobilization camp. The depot brigade at, Camp Doni- 
phan, Okla., is a little better off, the roster showing one 
brigadier general, one colonel, six majors and one hun- 
dred captains exercising command over Pvt. John Goings. 
The men to fill up this unit are to come from Camp

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The Secretary of War is not in favor of the proposi- 
tion to create a still higher rank for the commander-in- 
chief of the American Expeditionary Forces. This state- 
ment. was obtained from Secretary Baker when he was 
shown press reports suggesting the possibility that the 
rank of field marshal, or something equivalent thereto, 
might be established. ‘When the overseas forces reach 
the proportion of several field armies each will be com- 
manded by a lieutenant general, but the question of 
selecting officers for these positions has not yet been 
taken up.

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A SERVICE INSURANCE LESSON, 


The sinking of the American transport Antilles by a 
German submarine, with the loss of sixty-seven lives, has 
furnished a striking object lesson in the benefits of the 
compensation and automatic insurance provisions of the 
new soldiers’ and sailors’ insurance law, says a state- 
ment issued by the Treasury Department. Following re- 
ceipt of news of the disaster, Secretary McAdoo author- 
ized announcement that the families of the men who lost 
their lives or were disabled in the naval or military Ser- 
vice of the United States when the ship was sunk will 
immediately begin to receive compensation under the au- 
tomatic provisions of the law, regardless of the fact that 
they had not signed applications for insurance policies. 

William C. De Lanoy, Director of the War Insur- 
ance Bureau of the Treasury Department, in explaining 
the status of those lost on the Antilles points out that 
owing to the automatic insurance provision in the law, 
$25 a month insurance will be paid to a widow, for 
example, for 240 months in addition to the compensation 
of $25 a month, or a total of $50 a month. Were it not 
for the automatic insurance provision she would get only 

25 a month. The money to pay both compensation and 

insurance is expected to come in large measure from the 
sale of bonds of the second Liberty Loan. In view of 
the importance of the new law to those in military and 
naval Service and their families and dependents, the 
following official summary covering various cases was 
prepared by Director De Lanoy immediately following 
notification of the loss of the Antilles: Le 

Compensation is payable for death or disability result- 
ing from personal injury suffered in line of duty. It is 
paid by the United States without contribution from the 
person protected. The only persons entitled to receive 
compensation in case of death are the widow, children, 
and dependent widowed mother of the deceased. The 
monthly sums payable in each case are stated and are 
not based upon the pay of the deceased : 

(a) For a widow alone, $25; (b) for a widow and 
one child, $35; (c) for a widow and two children, $47.50, 
with $5 for each additional child up to two; (d) if there 
be no widow, then for one child, $20; (e) for two chil- 
dren, $30; (f) for three children, $40, with $5 for each 
additional child up to two; (g) for a widowed mother, 
$20. The amount payable under this subdivision shall 
not be greater than a sum which, when added to the total 
amount payable to the widow and children, does not 
exceed $75. 

Compensation to a widow or widowed mother shall 
continue until death or remarriage. Compensation to a 
child shall cease at the age of eighteen, or at marriage, 
unless the child is incompetent. The United States shall 
pay burial expenses not to exceed $100. 

During the continuance of total disability, monthly 
compensation shall be paid to the injured person. The 
amounts payable monthly are stated in this section; they 
are not based upon the pay of the injured person: 

(a) If he has neither wife nor child living. $30; (b) 
if he has a wife but no child living, $45; (c) if he has a 
wife and one child living, $55; (d) if he has a wife and 
two children living, $65; (e) if he has a wife and 
three or more children living, $75: (f) if he has no 
wife but one child living, $40, with $10 for each ad- 
ditional child up to two; (g) if he has a widowed 
mother dependent upon him for support, then, in ad- 
dition to tne above amounts, $10. 

To an injured person who is totally disabled and in 
addition so helpless as to be in constant need of a nurse 
or attendant, such additional sum shall be paid, but not 
exceeding $20 per month, as the director may deem rea- 
sonable. For certain specified conditions, or if the in- 
jured person is permanently bed-ridden, $100 monthly 
compensation is provided. (But no allowance for a nurse 
shall be made.) 

The amount of compensation in case of partial dis- 
ability is a percentage of the compensation provided in 
ease of total disability. The percentage is equal to re- 
duction in’ earning capacity resulting from similar in- 
juries in civll life. Attention is called to the very im- 
portant provision of Section 303, that the United States 
shall furnish medical, surgical and hospital services and 
supplies, in addition to pecuniary compensation. 

The men and their dependents are also protected by the 
automatic insurance granted in Section 401, as follows: 
Any per son in active service on or after April 6, 1917, 
is insured automatically until Feb. 12, 1918, unless he 
has applied for insurance to take effect at an earlier 
date. The protection thus given is against death and 
against death and against total permanent disability oc 
curring while in active service from April 6, 1917, te 
Feb. 12, 1918, inclusive. 

If the insured person die without having become so 
disabled during the period stated, monthly instalments 
of $25 each will be paid his wife. child, or widowed 
mother. These instalments are payable to the wife dur- 
ing her widowhood or to the child or widowed mother 
while they survive him, but not more than 240 instal- 
‘ments shall be so paid. If the insured person becomes 
totally and permanently disabled during the period stated 
he will receive an income payable in monthly instak 
ments of $25 each during disability. If he die, like in- 
stalments are payable to the wife during her widowhood 
or to the child or widowed mother while they survive 
him. but not more than 240 instalments, less the number 
of instalments that may have been paid to the insured 
while disabled, shall be so paid. 

Every man in active service has the opportunity of 
buying $10,000 insurance at extremely low rates. He 
or his family would get $57.50 a mouth from that amount 
of insurance. 

Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., applied 
on Oct. 25 for the maximum amount of insurance, 
$10,000. Twenty-seven applications from Co. A, 167th 
Inf., received about the same time, were all for the same 
amount. 

Charles F. Nesbit, former Superintendent of Insur- 
ance for the District of Columbia, has been named Com- 
missioner of Military and Naval Insurance, the oath of 
office being administered on Oct. 24. The Washington 
Star says of this appointment: “The Government has 
ehosen well. Mr. Nesbit has during his service as Super- 
intendent of Insurance of the District demonstrated a 
capacity for administrative work along this line to a 
marked degree, and is now well qualified through his 
experience at the District Building to undertake the 
larger and more important task of conducting the Fed- 
eral Insurance Bureau.”

Two Italian airplanes that have been flying in this 
country for several weeks past established two new 
records for this country on Oct. 22. A. Pomilio type of 
airplane flew from Langley Field, Virginia, to the Mine 
ola (L.1.) avation field in two hours and fifty-five min 
utes, the distance being 108 miles. The time is an Amer 
can record for the distance. This plane was piloted by 
Lieut. Balioli of the Italian army who had as a passe 
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ger, Capt. F. T. Lend, U.S.R. The big Caproni plane 
with nine officers and men on board flew from Hampton, 
Va., to the Mineola field in four hours and eight min- 
utes, the distance as flown having been about 350 miles. 
This airplane established an American record for a 
flight with more than one passenger. In addition to 
Lieut. Emilio Resnati of the Italian army, who acted as 
pilot, the Caproni had among other passengers Capt. 
A. W. Hill and Lieut. M. L. Pollock, U.S.R. The flying 
men were welcomed at Mineola by Lieut.

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AVIATION FIELDS NAMED. 


Following is a list of Signal Corps Aviation Fields, 
with a brief statement of how and why they received their 
names: 


Call Field, Wichita Falls, Texas, is named for 1st 
Lieut. Loren H. Call, C.4.C. (appointed from civil life), 
who reported for aeronautical duty at College Park, Md., 
Oct. 19, 1912. In the winter of 1912-1913, he and Lieut. 
BE. L. Ellington were sent to Palm Beach, Fla., in charge 
of the Signal Corps Aviation Station at that place. 
From Palm Beach Lieutenant Call was ordered to Texas 
City, Texas, and it was there that he was killed in an 
airplane accident, July 8, 1915. His home was in 
Washington, D.C. 

Chandler Field, Essington, Pa., named in honor of 
2d Lieut. Rex Chandler, C.A.C., who reported for aero- 
nautical duty at Signal Corps Aviation School, San 
Diego, Cal., March 15, 1913. On April 8, 1915, while 
making his first flight, the hydroairplane in which he was 
a passenger fell into San Diego Bay and Lieutenant 
Chandler was eaught under the machine and drowned. 

Ellington Field, Houston Texas, named in honor of 
2d Lieut. E. L. Ellington, graduate of the U.S. Naval 
Academy, who transferred into the Cavalry and was de- 
tailed to aeronautical duty, Signal Corps Aviation School, 
College Park, Md., Nov. 14, 1912. In the winter of 
1912-1913, he and Lieutenant Call. were at Palm Beach, 
Fla., in charge of Signal Corps Aviation Station, and in 
the spring of 1913 Lieutenant Ellington was ordered to 
Signal Corps Aviation School at San Diego, Cal., where 
he was killed in an airplane accident Nov. 24, of the same 
year. His home was near Raleigh, N.C. 

Gerstner Field, Lake Charies, La., named in honor of 
2d Lieut. Frederick J. Gerstner, 10th Cav.; graduate 
of the U.S. Military Academy; reported for aeronautical 
duty at Signal Corps Aviation School, San Diego, Sept. 
26, 1914. On Dec. 21, 1914, he was drowned, swimming 
ashore from a floating airplane while participating as 
passenger in the annual Mackay Trophy Contest. 

Hazelhurst Field, Mineola, L.I., named in honor of 2d 
Lieut. L. W. Hazelhurst, jr.; a native of Georgia, 
graduate of U.S. Military Academy; reported for aero- 
nautical duty at Signal Corps Aviation School, Augusta, 
Ga., March 2, 1912. On June 11, 1912, while making a 
flight at College Park, Md., as passenger in an airplane 
undergoing acceptance tests, the machine crashed to the 
ground and the pilot and Lieutenant Hazelhurst were 
both killed. 

Kelly Field, San Antonio, Texas, named in honor of 
2d Lieut. G. E. M. Kelly, 30th Inf., who, after a course 
of training at the Curtiss Aviation Camp, San Diego, 
Cal., was ordered to San Antonio. While attempting to 
land, in order to avoid running into a tent and thereby 
possibly injuring several others, he fell to the ground 
and was killed May 10, 1911. 

Love Field, Dallas, Texas, named in honor of Ist Lieut. 
Moss L. Love, 11th Cav; a native of Fairfax Court- 





house, Va.; reported for aeronautical duty at Texas City, ° 


Texas, May &, 1913; was killed at San Diego, Cal, 
Sept. 4, 1913. 

Park Field, Memphis (Millington), Tenn., named in 
honor of 1st Lieut. Joseph D. Park, 14th Cay.; a native 
of New Hampshire; graduate of U.S. Military Acad- 
emy; reported for aeronautical duty at College Park, 
Md., Oct. 8, 1912, and was killed near San Diego, Cal., 
May 9, 1912. 

Post Field, Fort Sill, Okla., named in honor of 2d 
Lieut. Henry B. Post, 25th Inf.; reported for aeronauti- 
cal duty at Signal Corps Aviation School, San Diego, 
Cal., May 26, 1913. On Dec. 18, 1913, he made an alti- 
tude record for the Army, attaining a height of 10,500 
feet. On Feb. 9, 1914, at San Diego, while attempting 
to make an American altitude record he was Killed, hay- 
ing flown up 12,140 feet. 

Rich Field, Waco, Texas, named in honor of 2d Lieut. 
Perry C. Rich. Phil. Scouts; reported for aeronautical 
duty at Fort William McKinley, P.I., March, 1913, and 
was killed by a fall into Manila Bay, Nov. 13, 1915. 

Rockwell Field, San Diego, Cal., named in honor of 
2d Lieut Lewis G. Rockwell, 10th Inf.; reported for 
aeronautical duty at College Park, Md., July 5, 1912, and 
was killed at that place Sept. 28, 1912. 

Selfridge Field, Mt. Clemens, Mich., named in honor 
of ist Lieut. Thomas Selfridge, F.A.; was detailed for 
aeronautical duty in April, 1908. Previous to that time 
he had been assisting Prof. Alexander Graham Bell in 
his aeronautical experiments in Nova Scotia. On Sept. 
17, 1908, he was killed while flying as a passenger with 
Orville Wright at Fort Myer, Va. 

Camp Taliaferro, Fort Worth, Texas, named for ist 
Lieut. Walter R. Taliaferro; detailed for aeronautical 
duty from the Infantry, March 18, 1913; held certifi- 
cates as pilot, expert aviator, military aviator, and junior 
military aviator. On Sept. 17, 1915, he made an Ameri- 
can duration record for pilot alone, remaining in the air 
nine hours forty-eight minutes. tle was killed at San 
Diego, Oct. 11, 1915. { 

Scott Field, Bellville, Ul., named for Corporal Scott, 
who was killed at College Park, Md., on Sept. 28, 1912, 
while flying as a passenger. 
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UNIFORM FOR NAVY FLIERS. 

Under date of Oct. 12, 1917, Changes No. 14, Uniform 
Regulations, U.S.N., 1913, is issued. It directs that the 
following be added to Changes in Uniform Regulations 
No. 12, winter flight uniform: 


Overcoat.—To be of same pattern as the uniferm overcoat, 
Par. 90, Uniform Regulations, U.S. Navy, except that the ma 
terial will be forestry green as prescribed by Uniform Regula- 
tions, U.S. Marine Corps, for winter field coat. It shall be 
knee length, the sleeve stripes and buttons brown. 

Gioves.— Brown. 

Summer and winter flight uniforms only will be required 
af officers of the Naval Reserve Flying Corps. The same flichs 
uniforms are prescribed for men in aviation training for off 
cers of flying corps, but the shoulder marks and stripes on 
the sleeves of the overcoats will be omitted. Officers and men 





having regulation blue overcoats may wear them ai discretion 
of commanding officers. 
er or winter flight uniforms as prescribed by compe 
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tent authority will be worn by officers of the Naval Reserve 
Flying Corps on whatever duty assigned. It will be worn by 
officers other than those of the Naval Reserve Flying Corns 
on aviation duty attached to naval air stations and naval 
aviation detachments, afloat or shore, or on duty in connectior 
with inspection or tests, or air-craft and their material, and 
on such other occasions as may be. prescribed by competens 
authority.

ASSISTANT PAYMASTERS, N.C.D.R. 

The new session of the Naval Pay Officers’ School now 
in progress is being attended by 180 assistant paymasters, 
Naval Coast Defense Reserve, who won their appoint- 
ments in the examination held on June 7 at the thirteen 
naval stations. Of the 300 men who qualified at that 
time, 102 were immediately ordered enrolled by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and assigned to duty. On Oct. 8 
all those who remained on the eligible list were author- 
ized to be enrolled and were ordered to the school for 
instruction.

You will find these 
ladies willing and eager to devote themselves under 
your direction to promoting the happiness and welfare 
of the enlisted men. - It is, of course, both my duty 
and privilege as the head of this Department, to fx 
cilitate by every means within my power the patriotic 
work for the Navy which has been so generously per- 
formed by the women of the country, and it is 
cause this work, when undertaken without the active 
co-operation and assistance of the Navy Department, 
entails inevitable waste and duplication, that I have 
offered to supplement the efforts of the Red Cross Ur- 

nization with every facility which the Bureau of 
Sup lies and Accounts can afford. 

“I heartily endorse your intention of forming Navy 
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Auxiliaries in all local Red Cross chapters throughout 
the country wherein articles may be made and assem- 
pled and I have directed that certain paymasters shall 
pe especially assigned the duty of receiving and dis- 
tributing these gifts. I earnestly hope that all the 
patriotic women’s organizations throughout the country 
whose members are interested in this branch of the 
Service will be willing to co-operate in this compre- 
hensive plan. I have, in the following radiogram, com- 
municated to all ships, naval and training stations the 
fact that the Red Cross will hereafter be the only 
authorized organization through which gifts may be 
transmitted by the people of America to their Navy: 


“‘In order to avoid duplication of effort and main- 
tain strict secrecy as to. location of individuals and 
yessels, gifts to enlisted men of Navy and Marine Corps 
will be accepted only when forwarded through Ameri- 


can Red Cross, the sole organization officially author- 
"ized to render this -service. This shall not be con- 
strued to prohibit delivery of personal individual gifts 
or tokens sent by mail by members of families or 
friends of individuals.’ 

“While the Navy Department is now prepared ta 
supply all requisite heavy clothing for the men when 
on exposed sea duty, these articles in no way take the 
place of the personal tokens of gratitude and affection 
from the women of the country which, particularly 
when prepared by their own hands, contribute in the 
highest degree to the contentment and _ happiness of 
the men. It is my earnest hope, therefore, that this 
good work will continue and will be augmented by the 
Naval Auxiliaries of the Red Cross, in order that these 
fine youths who have willingly offered their lives in 
the defense of their country may be constantly assured 
that the women of America are steadfastly behind 
them. appreciating their sacrifice and ever mindful of 
their moral and physical well being.”

SECRETARY BAKER ON THE RIFLE SUPPLY. 

Secretary of War Baker was the principal speaker at 
the annual dinner of the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
op Oct. 24 and stirred his audience to a great outburst of 
applause as he told the story of a modern miracle of war 
in the preparation of the great National Army. 

‘When I visit the camps in which our drafted men are 
being trained,” he said, “I know that some of these boys 
will die on the battlefields of the great war. But there 
is compensation in the knowledge that they go forth with 
no ambition of conquest, but on a mission of rescue. 
These men who have been taken for the National Army 
have grasped the spirit of this war. In answer to ques- 
tions asked by the Government as to what work they 
wished to do, more than fifty per cent. of these men, 
selected by chance, said that they did not care just so 
they were put into that branch of the Service which 
would take them to France first. 

“The National impulse has been to give. One depart- 
ment at Washington at the outbreak of war received an 
average of 200,000 letters a day. The import of these 
letters was much the same. They read: ‘I am an artisan’ ; 
‘I am a doctor’; ‘I am a lawyer,’ and they ended, ‘I 
want to serve.’” Mr. Baker said that every soldier on 
overseas duty has five of the best rifles manufactured 
from which to select, that every member of the National 
Guard Army has one of the best rifles manufactured, and 
that by the time they were ready to learn how to handle 
a gun every soldier in the National Army would be pro- 
vided with a rifle. 





THE SURGEON AND THE WAR. 

United States Army and Navy Surgeons, Secretary 
Daniels, Major Gen. William C. Gorgas, Surg. Gen., 
U.S.A., Surgeon Gen. Rupert Blue, U.S.P.H.S., Sir 
Berkeley Moynihan and Colonel Goodwin representing 
the British army medical service, Colonel Dercle of 
the French army, and many famous American surgeons 
who are now in the Medical Reserve Corps, assembled 
in Chicago on Oct. 21 to take part in the annual meet- 
ing of the Clinical Congress of Surgeons and a meeting 
eof the General Medical Board of the Council of Na- 


tional Defense. Wartime surgery and medicine was 
the chief topic of speakers. Major C. G. Snow, M.C., 
U.S.A., outlined the general views of the congress 
toward what must be done for wounded and invalid 
soldiers, on the opening day of the meeting, as follows: 

“Previous wars, notably the Civil War, have made 
of men who came out of battles maimed or shocked or 
blind physical and mental and moral wrecks. They 
have had no ambition or desire to regain the things 
which once were dear to them. This is not to be so 
now. Expert opticians and optometrists will do all 
that they can for men partly blind, for instance. BEx- 
uert psychologists will devote their time to studying 
the state of mind and point of view of soldiers who 
have paid their price and to whom things look black. 
Their morale will be built up, they will receive new 
interests, and every opportunity to realize that life is 
worth the living, the more so that their duty has been 
well done.” 

Surgeon Gen. W. C. Gorgas, speaking before the 
doctors on Oct. 23, said that seven physicians ‘and sur- 
geons are being provided for each 1, men of the 
American forces at the front. Great hospitals are 
being erected in France, he said, with one bed for 
every five men. Provision is also being made at home 
for educating the maimed and crippled soldiers and 
sailors to some suitable trade. “The life of every boy 
who falls upon the fields of France while fighting for 
the United States,’ he declared, “will be saved if medi- 
eal science and human care can do it.” 

Secretary Daniels made a very frank address on the 
night of Oct. 22 to the assembled surgeons on the topic 
of venereal diseases, in the course of which he appealed 
to the physicians “to end the false double standard 
that decreases military effectiveness.” Secretary Daniels 





éaid, in part: 

‘There is not an army in the field whose effective- 
ness is not reduced by reason of immoral disease. The 
Navy suffers likewise and business halts because vene- 
real diseases destroy the manhood of workmen and 
Hghters. During the last statistical year men of the 
American Navy lost 141,378 days sickness from a small 


group of absolutely preventable diseases. In the Navy 
in 1915 there were admitted for treatment for venereal 
diseases 112 persons in every 1,000 and in the Army 84 
for every 1,000, the number in the Army having de- 
creased from 145 to the 1,000 after the passage of an 
act stopping the pay of all soldiers admitted for treat- 
ment for a venereal disease. The new Navy law stops 
the pay of men so afflicted and probably will reduce 
the number to the Army ratio, but these figures show 
& condition of immorality upon the part of the minority 


in both arms of the Service that challenges the thought 
of the authorities. 

“In civil life the number afflicted is quite as large 
proportionately as in the military service. It has been 
printed that Hecht of Vienna stated that at one time 
the equivalent of three entire Austrian divisions of 
60,000 men was under treatment for venereal disease, 
while the German army in Belgium, representing only 
a small part of the total German forces, is reported 
during the first five months of its occupation to have 
furnished 35,000 such patients. Canadian and Aus- 
tralian officers have deplored the ravages of this dis- 
ease. The late figures from the British army gave 
78,000 cases, and all other countries have also been 
weakened. Sir William Osler places these infectious 
diseases at the top as a menace in war and in peace. 
The time has come to realize that this subtlest foe of 
humanity must be conquered, and it cannot be con- 
quered by denying its existence, saying it is a neces- 
sary evil or applying palliatives. It is deadlier than 
smallpox or cancer or tuberculosis. A Canadian au- 
thority sdys: ‘Its ravages to-day are more terrible 
for Britain and Canada than Vimy Ridge, the Somme 
and Lens.’ 

“The remedy? ‘There is but one—continence. It 
must be preached in the home, in the school, in the 
marts of trade, in the pulpit and military camp, and 
among the shipmates afloat. ‘The eradication of the 
evil effects must be thorough, but the teacher who will 
be heard and heeded when the teachings of all others 
will fall on deaf ears is the word of authority from 
the medical profession.”

THE GROWTH OF THE NAVY. 

Secretary Daniels paid a visit to the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station on Oct. 22 and addressed the 
13,000 enlisted men. He said among other things: 
“Nothing could better typify the fact that ours is a 
truly National Navy, in which every section of our 
country has its share and interest, than this great naval 
training station, the largest of its kind in the world, 
located 1,000 miles from the seacoast. And its growth is 
typical of the rapid expansion of the Navy since the 
beginning of the war against Germany. ‘Though it was 
one of our most modern stations six months ago, there 
was provision here for the accommodation of only about 
2,500 men. To-day it has accommodations for practically 
20,000. The work that has been done at Great Lakes is 
an example of what has been going on at the various 
stations all along our coasts and in every branch of.the 
Service. 

“When war was declared there were only 64,680 en- 
listed men in the Navy; now there are more than 146,000. 
The Naval Reserve Force has grown from about 10,000 
to nearly 50,000. There are 14,500 Naval Militia and 
5,000 of the Coast Guard in the Service. The Navy and 
Marine Corps now constitute a force of more than a 
quarter of a million men. To house and train this vast 
increase in the personnel, we have built twenty camps, 
each a little city in itself, with barracks, hospitals, mess 
halls, amusement and drill halls and the various conven- 
iences you see provided here. 

“No section of the country has responded to the éall 
for recruits more promptly and generously than the 
Middle West. When the President, on March 25, signed 
the executive order authorizing the increase of the Navy 
to 87,000 and I issued the appeal to ‘fill up the first line 
of defense,’ the response was immediate. The number of 
enlistments in the Central Division, which includes thir- 
teen Middle Western States, soon jumped from 315 a 
week to 2,310 a week. The Central had the honor of 
being the first division to raise its quota. This division 
has furnished more than 25,000 recruits since the war 
began. 

“The Great Lakes Naval Training Station has had no 
small part in stimulating this interest, and the part it 
has played in the war emergency is the best justification 
of the wisdom of its establishment. The last report I 
received, of date Oct. 17, showed there were 13,042 re- 
cruits in training here, and the number, as you know, is 
constantly increasing. The fact that these include ap- 
prentice seamen; seamen, second-class; firemen, third- 
class; Reservists; and,men in the yeoman, radio, signal, 
baking, cooking and musician schools, shows the wide 
range of training given here. 

“When Admiral Benson, Chief of Operations, returned 
from his visit of inspection here last June, he said to 
me: “The morale of the station is excellent and, taking 
them altogether, I have never seen a healthier, finer, 
looking lot of young mn.’ I can now bear witness, from 
my own observation, to the correctness of the Admiral’s 
report and can share the enthusiasm of Rear Admiral 
Braisted and Rear Admiral Palmer and every other officer 
who has visited Great Lakes in the past few months. 
This station is a credit to the Navy, and the entire 
nation can share the pride of Chicago and the West in it. 
This is not the first time I have commended the com- 
mandant for the splendid work he has done, evidences 
of which you see on every hand, but I want to take -occa- 
sion again to congratulate Captain Moffett and his staff. 
I wish also to emphasize the skill and resources of the 
medical officers, without whose forgetfulness of self the 
care and health of the enlisted forces would not have 
enabled the military officers to have produced such splen- 
did results. An undertaking that, under ordinary con- 
ditions, would require years has been carried out in a 
few months, and every man who has had a part in it 
deserves warm commendation.” 
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ATTENDANCE AT RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 

The question whether an enlisted man should be com- 
pelled to attend religious services is answered in a 
War Department communication to George E. Mac- 
Donald, treasurer of the Secular Society and editor 
of The Truth Seeker, which appears in that publica- 
tion. Major R. K. Cravens, A.G., U.S.A., writing 
from The Adjutant General’s Office under date of Oct. 
11 said: 

“The Secretary of War desires me to ackiriowledge 
receipt of your letter of Oct. 4, 1917, requesting in- 
formation as to whether there is anything in the Rules 
and Regulations of the War Department that denies 
to an enlisted man, whether a soldier or sailor, the 
constitutional right of religious freedom, and in re- 
sponse thereto to inform you that this matter was re- 
ferred to the Commanding General, Eastern Department, 
who reports as follows: 

“*On Sept. 12, 1917, an officer on duty at Fort 
Hamilton wrote a letter asking whether or not an offi- 
cer or enlisted man could be compelled to attend di- 
vine service against his wishes. It was forwarded 
hy the jng Officer, who stated that this letter 





was in protest of an order issued by h giving his 
reasons. The paper was returned to the mmanding 
Officer, Coast Defenses of Southern New York, Fort 
Hamilton, N.Y., Sept. 22, 1917, with the following in- 
dorsement : : 

“‘Returned. The Department Commander does not 
approve of the action of the Coast Defense Commander 
in requiring complsory attendance at divine service of 
persons under his command. Necessary action will be 
taken accordingly. W. A. Simpson, Adjutant General, 
Adjutant,’ 

“Tt will be seen, therefore, that this matter has al- 
ready been attended to.’ ” 

The order issued at Fort Hamilton, referred to above, 
directed by order of Colonel Skerrett that “Fort and 
independent commanders will arrange to have their 
commands attend divine service in a body. Where 
provision exists for separate services of denominations, 
such will be held. When no chaplain is present, search 
will be made, to obtain, in the command, the services 
of a qualified ordained minister or lay reader: The 
services of bands will be made available, and the oc 
casions will be given a patriotic character.”

NEW. RATES OF POSTAGE. 


The Post Office Department again calls attention to 
the change in postage rates on first class matter, in- 
cluding postal cards, which is effective Nov. 2, 1917. 
It is of the utmost importance that every patron of 
the Postal Service should become familiar with the 
new rates, as failure to prepay the proper amount of 
postage will delay the despatch and delivery of mail. 

The rate of postage on letters or any other first- 
class matter (except “drop letters’—letters to be de- 
livered in the postal district where mailed) addressed 
to any domestic destination, including also the U.S. 
[Expeditionary Forces abroad, is three cents an ounce 
or fraction thereof. Letters addressed to post offices 
in Canada, Cuba, Mexico, Panama and Shanghai 
(China), or to any other destinations to which the 
demestic rates apply, also other first-class matter ad- 
dressed for delivery to any destinations to which the 
domestic rates apply, will be subject to the rate of 
three cents an ounce. 

Postal cards for any address will be ‘subject to two 
cents postage; postal cards are cards issued by th 
Government and sold by the Post Office Department. 
he one-cent postal cards must have a one-cent postage 
stamp affixed to them, in addition to the one-cent stamp’ 
which is printed on such cards. The two-cent rate 
applies to all postal cards regardless of whether they 
bear written or printed messages. Post cards (private 
mailing cards), bearing written or typewritten mes- 








sages, will be subject to two cents postage. Post cards 
which are entirely in print, or which bear no more 
writing (or typewriting) than is authorized upon 


printed, matter, will continue to be mailable for one 
cent each. 
In all cases postage should be fully prepaid. 





CHRISTMAS BOXES FOR OVERSEA FORCES. 

The Secretary of War has approved regulations gov- 
erning the shipment of Christmas mail and express 
packages destined for members of the Expeditionary 
Forces. By agreement between the War Department, 
the Post Office Department, and express companies, 
the Commanding General, Port of Embarkation, Hobo- 
ken, New Jersey, is designated as forwarding agent for 
the War and Post Office Departments, for the rerout- 
ing and shipment of all express and mail matter, in- 
tended as Christmas presents, for ultimate delivery to 
the American Expeditionary Forces. All matters <on- 
cerning the receipt, inspection, safekeeping and routiug 
of express and mail shipments intended to be conveyed 
to the American Expeditionary Forces in Europe will 
be adjusted by that office with the co-operation of the 
Postmaster and express companies of New York city. 
The following rules will govern in the shipment of all 
such matter: 

If Christmas presents are sent by parcel post, they 
must conform to the postal regulations, except that all 
packages must be inclosed in wooden boxes and con- 
form to certain specifications, as follows: 

All boxes shipped by express should be limited to 
twenty (20) pounds in weight, measure not more than 
two cubie feet in volume, be of wood, be well strapped, 
and should be hinged or screw top to facilitate opening 
and inspecting. No perishable food products, other 
than those inclosed in cans or glass jars, should be 
packed in any such shipments. 

Mail and express matter should be addressed as now 
prescribed by postal regulations, and both classes of 
shipments should. be marked “Christmas Box,” and 
should be sent care of the Commanding General, Port 
of Embarkation, Hoboken, New Jersey, Pier -. That 
officer will cause every parcel, whether a mail or ex- 
press shipment, to be opened and strict search made to 
see that nothing of an explosive or other dangerous 
character is loaded aboard ship. 

The contents of each package will be clearly stated 
on the outside by the proper word which will clearly 
indicate the general nature of the contents. The ship- 
ment of Christmas boxes may begin immediately on 
the publication of this bulletin, and no boxes will be 
forwarded overseas which do not reach Pier 1, Hobo- 
ken, New Jersey, on or before Dec. 5, 1917. The name 
of the sender must be clearly marked on the outside 
of each box. 





Christmas gifts and other gifts sent by mail to Ameri- 
ean soldiers in France must be restricted to parcels of 
not more than seven pounds each. The Post Office De- 
partment announced on Oct. 23 that it had been in- 
formed by the American postal authorities in France that, 
under the arrangement with the French railways, the 
French postal service is unable to carry in the parcel 
post packages in excess of seven pounds.

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When the American Red Cross announced that its im- 
portant civilian officials were to be given the titles of 
officers of the U.S. Army a storm of protest naturally 
arose, and to allay this natural and just indignation of 
Army officers and their friends in civil life a further ex- 
planation was made that the military titles would only 
be used when on active duty abroad. Yet we read in 
the New York Evening Post of Oct. 22 of the arrival “at 
an Atlantic port” on that day of “Lieut. Col.” George F. 
Baker, jr., chairman of the American Red Cross Com- 
mission to Italy, and “Major” Thomas W. Huntington, 
a member of the commission. On the authority of G.O. 
82, 1917, War Dept., neither has any right to such 
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titles, which are usually won by long, hard years of mili- 
tary training and service. Par. 9 of the order referred 
to reads: “Use of military titles, rank and uniform is 
authorized only for American National Red Cross repre- 
sentatives actually in foreign countries constituting the 
theater of active war.”

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THE LIBERTY LOAN IN THD ARMY. 

Reports to The Adjutant General of the Army indi- 
cate that $45,000,000 has been subscribed by the Army to 
the second Liberty Loan. Fifteen out of the thirty-one 
cantonment camps have passed the million mark. Camp 
Grant, Rockford, Ill, leads the National Army camps 
with a total of $1,402,400. Camp Sheridan, Montgomery, 
Ala., heads the national cantonment camps with $1,- 
374,500. Troops in the Hawaiian Department have sub- 
scribed to a total of $892,450. The members of the Mili- 
tary Establishment in the Canal Zone subscribed for more 
than $1,000,000 and canal employees for about $400,000. 
General Evans, commanding the Philippine Depart- 
ment, cabled: “Total subscriptions of this department 
including China, $350,550.” General Pershing in a 
cable message said: “Report progress with Liberty Bond 
sales, all officers, soldiers, clerks, interpreters, including 
some French women temporary clerks at these headquar- 
ters subscribing. All units making encouraging reports. 

Some admirable records were made by organizations 
and individuals. Officers and enlisted meh at Camp Lee 
have obtained from persons outside of the camp subscrip- 
tions amounting to $1,300,000. The 104th Field Signal 
Battalion, Camp McClellan, Ala., has a per capita sub- 
scription of $137.50; every officer and enlisted man hav- 
ing subscribed for at least one bond. Officers, civilian 
employees and enlisted men on duty in the office at head- 
quarters, Southeastern Department, Charleston, 8.C., 
have a total per capita subscription, including both first 
and second Liberty Loans, of over $121. The School and 
Bakery Company at Camp Lee, Petersburg, Va., with a 
strength of 242 men has a per capita_subscription of 
$108.45. The 64th Infantry at Fort Bliss, Texas, is 
earrying $144,800 of the second Liberty Loan and $37,450

2.250. Bakery Company No. 45, Q.M.C., U.S.A., at 


Gevernors Island, with a strength of one officer and 103 
men, has a total subscription of $13,000, or a per capita 
subscription of $125. ‘The non-subscribers of this com- 
pany as in many others comprise men who have depend- 
ents who need all their monthly pay which can be spared. 

Not content with their individual contributions, mem- 
bers of certain organizations have requested permission 
from the War Department to invest the surplus com- 
pany funds in the Second Liberty Loan. The Secre- 
tary of War has approved this suggestion and authority 
to make the investment will be given in every case 
where it is desired. Approval of the Company Coun- 
eil of Administration is mecessary in every case, such 
approval being recorded in the proceedings of the council.

Not to be outdone by other branches of the Service, 
the United States Marines made a special drive to further 
the purchase of Liberty Bonds. Reports from the various 
points where marines are stationed show that in some 
eases entire detachments of marines have purchased 
bonds. It is expected that final accounting will show 
ninety per cent. of the marines have subscribed to the 
new issue. Major Gen. George Barnett, Commandant 
of the Marine Corps, is highly pleased with the Liberty 
Bond reports that reached his headquarters. He has 
written several letters to the officers at various posts 
commending “the splendid spirit and example the offi- 
cers and men have shown.” 

A notable review was that on Oct. 19 at Kelly Field, 
San Antonio, Texas, in aid of the Liberty Bond sale. 
There were some 10,000 Army aviators present and 
seventy squadrons of aviators passed the reviewing point. 
The band of the 19th U.S. Infantry was present. Despite 
the downpour of rain the sale at the end of the rally 
had reached $621,500. Five airplanes made interesting 
flights. The review was under command of Col. W. D. 
Chitty with Major Gen. John W. Ruckmaw as reviewing 
officer. 

In addition to the captured German submarine, 
loaned by the British government, and now on exhi- 
bition in Central Park, New York city, to help along 
the sale of Liberty Bonds, an armored British tank 
was landed from a steamer at New York on Oct. 23, 
to keep company with the submarine. The tank, which 
is in command of Capt. Richard Hough, who has been 
wounded twice, has a height of 74 feet; it is 24 feet 
long and 8 feet wide. It carries 300 gallons of water and 
200 of gasolene. Also in addition to its guns a large 
amount of ammunition, a captain, a driver, and eight 
other men to bandle the guns. “T.S. 1” is the only dis- 
tinguishing mark, carried on the rear of the tank. There 
are two side entrances and each is ornamented with a 
revolving turret for the large guns. 

New York city witnessed an unusual street parade 
on Oct. 26, to aid the Liberty Loan. The British tank 
Britannia, brought from over the sea, rumbled along 
Fifth avenue in the parade and stirred great enthu- 
siasm. Other interesting units im the column included 
various artistic floats, soldiers and sailors. Companies 
of the 22d U.S. Infantry escorted Brig. Gen. Eli D. Hoyle, 
U.S.A., commanding the Eastern Department, to the 


reviewing stand. There were about a thousand other 
men of the Army in this contingent, some of the Quer- 
termaster Corps, others of the overseas motor truck 
coumqente and others of the Artillery. The parade was 
led by Rear Admiral Nathaniel R. Usher, U.S.N., fol- 
lowed by his staff and other officers. They included 
Capt. Louis de Steiguer, chief of staff; Capt. BE. S. 
Kellogg, Capt. A. C. Hodgson, Capt. A. D. Fry, U.S.N.; 
Col. L. G. Moses, U.S.M.C.; Lieut. Comdr. Truman H. 
Newberry, ex-Secretary of the Navy; Capt. Victor Blue, 
of the battleship Texas; Comdr. F. J. Timmons, and 
Med. Director Lewis Morris. About 1,500 bluejackets, 
all holders of Liberty Bonds, followed, and a banner 
they carried attracted much attention and caused great 
applause. It read: “We go across and come across. 
Are you going or coming?” The seamen of the Texas 
carried a banner reading: “U.S.S. Texas. $106,000 
raised for the Liberty Loan.” The men of the Ohio 
had: a banner in which was lettered: ‘“U.S.S. Ohio. 
Liberty Loan, $30,000." Among the many officers on 
the reviewing stand were Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves, 
U.S.N., and Major Gen. Daniel Appleton, N.Y.N.G. 
The big Italian Caproni biplane and the Iittle Italian 
Pomilio scout soared over the city dropping paper bombs 
inscribed with the warning: “Liberty bonds in your 
home will keep German bombs out of your home.” 
The Caproni twice flew the length of Fifth avenue, not 
more than 600 feet above the ground, dropping card- 
board leaflets. Gen. Emilio Guglielmotti, Italian Mili- 
tary Attaché, and an American Army photographer were 
among the passengers in this machine, piloted by Lieu- 
tenant Resnati. Capt. John W. Butts, Sig. Corps, 
U.S.A., was a passenger with Lieutenant Baldioli in 
the scout. 


MATERIALS FOR WAR PURPOSES. 
STEEL IN NAVAL MUNITIONS. 

Official estimates of materials to be used in con- 
nection with the manufacture of ordnance ammunition 
during 1918 contain an item of 1,500,000 tons of shell 
steel. This enormous quantity is to fill “present in- 
dicated requirement to Jan. 1, 1919,” and includes all 
sizes of stock from the 14-inch “rounds” for one-inch 
shells to the 16-inch “rounds” used in making the 14- 
inch naval projectiles. Contracts soon will be let for 
from 600,000 to 700,000 tons. 

In connection with the above, it can be stated that 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation will require 3,850,- 
000 tons of steel for delivery to June, 1919. This is 
based upon the “present and contemplated yard capa- 
cities,” and if it is found impossible to increase the 
facilities for ship construction the steel tonnage will 
be revised accordingly. 


METAL IN INFANTRY EQUIPMENT. 


A table showing that more than eighteen pounds of 
metal enters into’ the composition of articles required 
for the equipment of each Infantryman has been pre- 





pared by the Ordnance Department of the War Depart- 
ment. The metal equipment carried by each ln‘antry sol- 
dier weighs 294.65 ounces and an additional weight of 


114.7 ounces is added by equipment of cotton, wool, 
leather and wood. The Ordnance Department, therefore, 
supplies each soldier with approximately 25 pounds of 
equipment, this being exclusive of that supplied by the 
(Juartermaster Corps. A “memorandum on materials 
ntering into the composition of the articles of equip- 
ment of an Infantryman furnished by the Ordnance 
Department, weight in ounces,” is as follows: 

Bacon can: 0.4 ounces iron and steel and 8 ounces 
tin. Bayonet: 15 ounces iron and steel and 1 ounce 
wood. Bayonet scabbard: 2 ounces iron and steel, %4 
ounce brass, 1 ounce aluminum, 0.3 ounce other metal, 
1 ounce cotton, 2 wood and 0.7 leather. 

Canteen: 5 ounces aluminum and 1.8 ounces other 
metal. Canteen cover: .2 ounces brass, 3 ounces cot- 
ton and 1.8 ounces wool. Cartridges (100): 47.4 
yunces brass, 36.4 ounces meta! in bullet and 12 ounces 
explosive. Cartridge belt: 10 ounces brass and 14.1 
ounces cotton. Condiment can: 4.35 ounces tin. Cup: 
5.5 ounces aluminum and 0.6 ounces other metal. 

Fork: 1.5 ounces other metal. Front sight cover: 
2 ounces iron and steel. Gun sling: 1 ounce brass, 
7 ounces leather. 

Haversack: 1.8 ounces brass, 24 ounces cotton. 
Knife: 1 ounce iron and steel, 0.7 aluminum. Meat 
ean: 0.3 ounces iron and steel, 12 ounces aluminum, 
0.1 ounces other metal. Oiler and thong case: 15 
ounces brass, 1.5 leather. 

Pack carrier: 0.3 ounces iron and steel, 6 ounces 
cotton and 1 leather. Pouch for first aid packet: 90.3 
brass.and 4.6 ounces cotton. 

Rifle: 107 ounces iron and steel and 29 ounces wood. 
Shovel: 25 ounces iron and steel and 4 ounces wood. 
Shovel carriers: 5 ounces cotton. Spoon: 1.7 ounces 
other metal. 

An explanatory note says the metal used in the bullet 
is a lead and tin composition inclosed in a jacket of 
cupro nickel. 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL, 

Members of a unit which has been reorganized as part 
of a different arm are entitled to the advanced pay of 
their new status from the date of such reorganization. 
The case of the 2d Infantry, N.G. Idaho, is cited as a 
case in point. On Sept. 11, 1917, this command was re- 
organized and assigned to the 116th (Regular) Engi- 
neers, effective Sept. 30. The Judge Advocate General 
believes the men should be paid at the rates of their re- 
spective engineer grades from the latter date. 

The commanding general, Central Department, has been 
instructed to notify Capt. John P. Snigg, Ill. N.G., that 
the organization formerly designated Troop D, 1st ML. 
Cav., is held responsible for a. bill of $92.80 due to Swift 
and Company, of Chicago. The goods were purchased 
while the troop was on duty on the border. Subsequently, 
having been mustered out, each man of the command set 
aside ten per cent. of his pay to meet standing debts of 
the unit. Captain Snigg, who has since resigned, signed 
a certificate stating that no bills remained unpaid. When 
the question of who was liable for the debt was put 
before the Judge Advocate General, that official held t 
if the orders to purchase were made on authority settle- 
ment must be made out of the troop funds. These funds 
are not now in existence, but the Secretary of War or 
— the instructions sent Captain Snigg as set forth 
above. 

Since he was within the limits of his post at the time 
he sustained iajury, the War Department should con- 
sider Sergt. O. BE. Schnable (unit not given), injured in 
the line of duty, says the Judge Advocate General, Ser 
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geant Schnable was on post at San Juan, Texas, a near- 
Ly saloon being within limits. He was found lying out- 
side the salcon entrance suffering from sprains and 
bruises. An Army surgeon stated that the soldier was 
not under the influcnce of liquor at the time, but the 
medical board to which the case was referred found that 
the injury had not been sustained in the line of duty,

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 

An embargo placed by a railroad company against a 
certain class of freight does not excuse a firm from 
a penalty for delay in carrying out a contract with 
the War Department. This decision is rendered by 
the Comptroller in the case of a firm having a con- 
tract to deliver two engine lathes to Benicia Arsenal, 
Cal., which firm, in making a claim for money with- 
held on account of liquidated damages from payments 
made under their contract, advanced the embargo as 
a good cause for their failure to deliver the lathes at 
the time specified in the contract. 

A civilian holding a position. of steward at the Naval 
Home, who enrolled in the U.S. Naval Reserve Force 
as chief commissary steward and was assigned to active 





duty at that rating at the Naval Home, being on 
leave without pay from the civilian position in the 
home, applied for pay for his civil post in addition 
to his pay as chief commissary steward, U.S.N.R.F. 


The Comptroller disallowed the claim on the grounds 
that the man was on leave without pay “and for that 
reason alone would not be entitled to the pay of that 
position,” the Comptroller adding: ‘Active service in 
a civilian position is incompatible with active military 
service; more so where the duties of the two places 
are nearly, or quite the same” as in this case.

RESPECT TO THE NATIONAL ANTHEM. 

The attention of the War Department has been called to 
incidents which seem to indicate a misunderstanding on 
the part of members of the military establishment with 
regard to the form of respect to be paid to the National 
Anthem when played in theaters and other public places, 
Changes No. 59, A.R., dated Aug. 10, 1917, covers this 
point specifically in Par. 378, which reads as follows: 

“378. (Changed by C.A.R. No. 5, War Dept., 1914, 
and No. 50, War Dept., 1917.) Whenever the National 
Anthem is played at any place when persons belonging 
to the military Service are present, all officers and en 
listed men not in formation shall stand at attention fac 
ing toward the music (except at retreat, when they shall 
face toward the flag). If in uniform, covered, they shall 
salute at the first note of the anthem, retaining the posi- 
tion of salute until the last note of the anthem. If not 
in uniform and covered, they shall uncover at the first 
note of the anthem holding the headdress opposite the 
left shoulder and go remain until its close, except that in 
inclement weather the headdress may be held slightly 
raised. 

“The same rules apply when “Io the Color’ or ‘To the 
Standard’ is sounded as when the National Anthem is 
played. 

“When played by an Army band, the National Anthem 
shall be played through without repetition of any part not 
required to be repeated to make it complete. 

“The same marks of respect prescribed for observance 
during the playing of the National Anthem of the United 
States shall be shown toward the national anthem of any 
other country when played upon official occasions. (GCG 
A.R. No. 59, Aug. 10, 1917.”) 
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AVIATORS’ INSIGNIA. 

The Secretary of War has approved specifications 
for the new insignia to be worn by our military avia- 
tors, junior military aviators and reserve military avia 
tors and observers. General orders embodying this im 
formation and changes in regulations to conform are 


being prepared. The insignia may be described as 
follows: 

\ iry Aviator—A_ silver embroidered double 
winged shield with a small five-pointed star above the 
shield. 


Junior Military Aviator and Reserve Military Avia 
tor.—The same but without the star. 

Observer.—A silver embroidered single winged shield 

The insignia will be worn on the left breast, above 
the line prescribed for badges and medals. 

The following specifications will be published: “Par 
34, Reg. 42, is changed; and Par. 36% added, as folk 
lows: 

“34—Insignia on collar of coat. Gold or gilt metal 
Omit Par. (5). (See Par. 36%4) S.R. 42. 

“In addition to the S.C. crossed flags 
collar, officers of the Aviation Service 
insignia op the left breast, as follows: 

“(a) Military Aviators—The insignia shall be em- 
broidered in silver on a blue background, and shall 
be two wings with the shield between, and a five 
pointed star above the wings. ‘The wings shall be 
three inches from tip to tip; each 1% inches wide and 
9-16 at the center ends, the shield 9-16 high and % 
wide with the letters U.S. 4% inch high,

The 8th and 9th Coast Artillery Corps, New York Guard, 
have been consolidated and designated as the Sth Coast Ar 
tillery Corps, New York Guard, with station at armory, 29 
West Kingsbridge road, New York city.

VETERAN CORPS OF ARTILLERY, NEW YORK. 


We are informed that war has broken out again in the 
ranks of the Veteran Corps of Artillery of New York. It 
seems that many business men enlisted on the alleged promise 
that they should be assigned to duty on aerial defense for 
Manhattan and Brooklyn, and that they would have no other 
duty outside of these boroughs. But this promise could not 
be kept, for members of the air defense section, or at least 
quite a number of them, instead of being kept ready for the 
day when they might sight a fleet of German Zeppelins or 
airplanes flying over New York and greeting them with air 
bombs or shrapnel, were detailed up the state to guard the 
water supply, and experienced some of the horrors of war 

In the words of o-e worthy member: ‘‘We do not object to 
the hardships of military duty, and would charge up to the 
gates of Hades if ordered, but we do object to being buncoed. 
We joined the Veterans on the distinct promise that we were 
to be used exclusively for air defense in Greater New York, 
and nothing else. That certain promise has been broken, and 
quite a number of us have had to perform duty as policemen, 
guarding the water supply system up the state. 

‘‘Some of the members on this duty suffered great financial 
loss, and it was a great hardship. 

‘*Then there has been a clash between big men in the 
organization. Gen, Asa Bird Gardiner, the father of the Vet- 
eran Corps of Artillery, claims the organization has virtually 
been stolen from.him, and that orders from him are the only 
legal ones. Colonel Delafield disputes the doughty General, 
and claims that he is the only C.O., and that orders from him 
must be obeyed accordingly I don't know how they. are 
going to settle the matter, but the aerial defense division 
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hopes that the powers that be will confine them to duties 
manning the air defense guns, which was promised.’’ 

The Veteran Corps of Artillery, under the Military law of 
New York, can be called into the military service of the 
state whenever the Governor deems it necessary. All mem 
bers in the organization are subject to active military duty 
anywhere in the state, and eannot be limited to any particular 
spot to serve im. They must go wherever they are ordered.
